U.S. USING OLYMPIC BOYCOTT TO UNDERMINE DETENTE 
Moscow NOVOSTI DAILY REVIEW in English 20 Mar 80 pp 1-3

[Text] As might be expected, the latest attempt to resuscitate the still- 
born idea of boycotting the Moscow Olympics has failed. Representatives 
of the United States, Britain, Australia and a number of other countries, 
the people who have nothing to do with the Olympic movement or sports in 
general, met in Geneva to discuss possibilities of holding "alternative" 
Summer Games for athletes "who will not participate in the Olympic Games 
in Moscow". In spite of strong pressure put by the US Administration, 
West Germany, France and Italy had refused to send their delegates to the 
Geneva conference, 


The Geneva conference was timed to precede a conference of the European 
Olympic Committees scheduled for March 22. It was not a coincidence: the 
Geneva conference was intended as an instrument of political pressure on 
the Olympic Committees. Nevertheless, after a two-day debate in Geneva, 
the participants in the conference had to admit that they could not offer 
any alternative to the Moscow Olympics. They could not do so for the simple 
reason that there is only one Olympic movement, Even the British govern- 
ment, the most zealous campaigner for a boycott, failed to convince the 
British Olympic Association in the necessity of taking such a step. Sir 
Denis Follows, President of the British Olympic Association, said that 
British athletes wanted to participate in the Moscow Games, while the 
government wanted to use them as a strike force, And a scapegoat, into 
the bargain... 


Even Washington admits that sports and politics do not mix. Yet, the 
United States continues campaigning for a boycott to further its political 
interests. Specifically, it is seeking to use the boycott as a means of 
torpedoing detente and international cooperation, The same political 
motives prompted Washington's decision to impose economic sanctions against 
the USSR and suspend cultural and scientific exchange programmes and even 
diplomatic contacts, 











Having embarked on the cold war policy, Washington demanded that the allies 
Support it, Did it get their support? It did, but not as overwhelmingly 
and unconditionally as it expected, Although Washington did get assurances 
of "Atlantic solidarity", American leaders had to admit that these aseur- 
ances were not backed up by any substantial practical measures, This is 
the reason why the United States has launched a broadside against its 
allies in the past few weeks, Washington has accused them of failing to 
meet their commitment to increase military spending, adopting the American 
interpretation of the developments in Afghanistan without reservations and 
placing restrictions on economic cooperation with the East, 


lt is highly significant that Washington has not mitigated its attacks 

even after the visit to the United States of West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt whose visit showed that Bonn was increasingly acceding to Washing- 
ton's position, US$ Presidential Adviser for National Security Zbigniew 
Brzezinski said that the policy of unity in word and passivity in deeds, 
pursued by Western Europe and Japan, was unacceptable for Washington, The 
press pointed out that Zbigniew Brzezinski couched in unusually harsh words 
the US Administration's officdal concern about the allies' reaction to the 
events in Afghanistan. 


[fc is only natural that different Western countries reacted to the Afghan 
problem and other international issues differently. When asked at a press 
conference recently why some major treaties and understanding between the 
superpowers and other leading nations, including West Germany, have now 

all gone to rack and ruin, the West German Chancellor first said that con- 
sultations were still being held and contacts were still strong but ended 
by saying that it now became very difficult to determine exactly what the 
West wanted. Speaking of the situation in the Middle Fast, US Secretary 

of State Cyrus Vance has noted that even the deepest analysis cannot help 
the West to determine with confidence the intentions of the Russians in 
this region. But in the next phrase he has confidently stated that the 
Russians have posed a threat to the whole world's free access to the vitally 
important resources and sea communications. Where is the logic? There are 
no enigmas concerning the Russians' intentions. The Soviet Union is render- 
ing aid to Afghanistan at the request of the Afghan government while the 
United States wants to control the vitally important resources of this 
region, and does not conceal this fact. As for the American embargo on 
grain sales to the USSR, the FINANCIAL TIMES thinks that not the USSR, but 
the US Administration and the American taxpayers will suffer from it. The 
paper notes that the United States seems not to know exactly what it wants 
to achieve besides the protest against the Afghan events, 


The theme of shifting political guidelines and of the inability to rightly 
assess quite obvious phenomena sounds ever more frequently in the West. 
These admissions are far from being optimistic. And it is perhaps only 

in Washington that they are made ostentatiously, almost with a challenge. 
Washington's current policy is risky, unpredictable chaotic and, in the 
_ong run, prospectless., What is meant here is not the style and endless 








blunders and mistakes made by the Carter Administration which continues 

to puzzle US Western partners, The crux of the matter is significant, 

The United States has chosen the road of anti-detente, But what alterna- 
tive has it offered? The arms race, the East-West confrontation, the 
creation of the hotbeds of tension in different areas of the globe. But 
this 16 a repetition of the past which did not justify itself even in the 
eyes of the United States, but the era of detente initiated by the Soviet 
Union yielded political and economic advantages to all--both to the West 

and to the USSR, primarily, because it strengthened the security of nations, 


It is logical that Washington's attempts to sidetrack the world from the 
road of detente cannot help causing doubts in the West as to how clearly 

the US President and his entourage see the consequences of their new course, 
These attempts are met with the open or hidden opposition. This explains 
the desire by the US partners to escape the blind copying of the zigzags 

of American policy, The broad public in the West regards as absurd both 

the "“alternative'’ Sport Games and the replacement of detente by the cold 
war. In the Nuclear Age there is no alternative to detente,

'TASS' REPORTS ON REACTIONS TO OLYMPIC BOYCOTT

[Text] Washington, 21 Jan 80 (TASS). The trouble stirred up by the Wash- 
ington administration over the Olympic Games which are to be held in Moscow 
in the summer of this year has been greeted by decisive condemnation in the 
sports circles of the United States. Here profound indignation has been 
expressed over the attempts by President J. Carter and other officials to 
resurrect the campaign for an Olympics boycott which, as is known, has al- 
ready repeatedly run out of steam. It has been emphasized that the U.S. 
eovernment, in violation of the Olympic principles, has turned athletics 
into a means of political blackmail. 


J. Roosevelt, the U.S. representative on the International Olympics Com- 
mittee (IOC), expressed sharp disagreement with the administration's actions. 
"I am extremely disconcerted by the fact," she said, "that our politicians 
and so-called leaders in Washington are interfering in the Olympic movement.” 


\merican athletes have been seriously alarmed by the fact that due to the 
'.S. position, years of hard training and millions of dollars spent on pre- 
paring the team can be thrown to the wind. "If American athletes cannot 
participate in the Olympics, this will be the cruelest disappointment for 
them," stated the world record-breaking sprinter H. Glans. 


The management of NBC which signed a contract to broadcast the Olympics, in 
a statement emphasized that regardless of the position of the American ad- 
ministration, NBC intended to broadcast the sports programs from Moscow. 
The U.S. attempts to impede the holding of the Olympic Games has not en- 
countered in other countries of the world that support on which Washington 
was counting. As was pointed out by the NEW YORK TIMES, of the U.S. allies 
"only Egypt instantaneously responded to the appeal of President Carter." 


According to an announcement from London, the president of the International 
Olympics Committee, Lord Killanin, has categorically rejected the intrigues 
of Washington to undermine the Moscow Olympics. In an interview with the 
LONDON TIMES, he declared that "there can be no question of moving the 











JLympic: any other country. nm the basis of consultations with the 
representatives of all the international sports federations and the 
iational Olympics committees, I can say," Lord Killanin emphasized, "that 
the attempts to use the Olympic Games for political purposes have en- 
countered condemnation everywhere.” 

', Collard, chairman of the French National Olympics and Sports Committee, 
the TASS Paris correspondent stated, feels that the campaign instigated by 
the United States against the Moscow Olympics undermines the Olympic move- 
ment. The appeals by President Carter, he emphasized, "have not shaken 
the position of France," which "will be represented in Moscow.” 
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Similar announcements have been received also from other countries.

Consequently, there is no reason to chance the site of 
the Games," stated the Executive Director of the U.S. NOC, D. Miller.

a statement which read: "If the administration decides to boycott the 
lympics, then our athletes according to the Olympic rules will themselves 
jetermine whether or not to participate in them.

[Text] A delegation from the 1980 Olympics Organizing Committee headed by 
its chairman, Ii. T. Novikov, leaves today for Lake Placid for participating 
in the regular 82d Session of the International Olympic Committee. A TASS 
correspondent asked I. T. Novikov to answer the following question before 
his departure: 


[Question] "What is the purpose of the delegation's trip, and what can he, 
as the chairman of the Organizing Committee for holding the 22d Olympic 
Games, say on the issue of the campaign instigated by the U.S. administra- 
tion against the Olympic Games in Moscow?" 


(Answer) "The IOC sessions," said I. T. Novikov, "are an important event 

of the Olympic and the entire international sports movement, particularly 
those which are held during the year of the Olympic Games. At the sessions, 
it is a tradition to hear reports by the organizing committees on the prep- 
arations for the next games. 


"A report to the session participants on the state of readiness for holding 
the Olympic matches and on the welcoming of participants and guests of the 
22d Olympic Games is the basic purpose of our trip. The delegation of the 
Organizing Committee the membership of which includes the chairman of the 
Fxecutive Committee of the Moscow Soviet, V. F. Promyslov, is going to the 
IOC session fully aware that everything basic has already been done for the 
holding of the Moscow Olympics. In our report we point out that a majority 
of the Olympic sports facilities is finished, they are equipped with modern 
sports equipment and supplies and highly accurate judging and information 
devices. Moscow and the other Olympic cities of Tallin, Leningrad, Kiev 
and Minsk are ready to joyously welcome all the ‘Olympic family' that is, 
the athletes, officials, honored guests, journalists, as well as numerous 
tourists. 
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“Behind us are more than 5 years of intense, diverse work which has now 
entered the most crucial, concluding stage. During this period it is pare- 
ticularly important for us to discuss with the I0C the questions of com- 
pleting the preparations for and the holding of the games, and to receive 

ts advice and recommendations. 1 should point out that during all our 
work, we have maintained the closest professional ties with the IOC, the 
international sports federations and the national Olympic committees. Our 
reports at all the previous [OC sessions have been approved. We are hope- 
ful that this will also be the case in Lake Placid, and that when, several 
months later, it will be Moscow's turn on the eve of the opening of the 
Olympic Games to welcome the 83d IOC Session, the Organizing Committee and 
the Executive Committee of the Moscow Soviet can report complete readiness 
to hold the 22d Olympic Games. An invitation to participate in the games 
has been sent out to all the national Olympic committees on 17 January 1980, 
and we are ready to hospitably welcome all the participants of the games. 
"As for the campaign instigated by the U.S. administration against the 1980 
Moscow Olympics, on this issue I can say the following: Moscow became the 
site of the 22d Olympic Games as a result of a decision of the I0C approved 
in October 1974. Whether or not these games are to be held, whether they 
are to be delayed or moved--this does not depend upon subjective viewpoints 
or zigzegs in the policy of various leaders. 


‘In preparing for the Olympics, we have firmly abided by the provisions of 
the Olympic Charter, and we have precisely fulfilled and are fulfilling all 
the obligations assumed by us. In all these activities, we have received 
the support and help of the Soviet government which gave a guarantee to the 
iOC that during the games ail Olympic rules would be observed. 

"The Olympic Games have become part of the life of the modern human commun- 
ity not only as the most prestigious international sports competitions, but 
niso as events which contribute to creating an atmosphere of mutual under- 
standing and friendship, good will in reiations between peoples, and to a 
strengthening of peace. We are confident that reason and calmness and an 
understanding of the future development of the Olympic movement on the part 
of the 10C, a predominant majority of the national Olympic committees, and 
oy the international sports federations will not permit certain political 
forces to carry out their subversive plans both against the Moscow Olympics 
and against the Olympic movement as a whole. 


"Proceeding from this we are continuing in a most intensive manner on prep- 


arations for the 22d Olympic Games which will open in Moscow on 19 July at 
the Central Stadium imeni V. I. Lenin."

WESTERN 'FALSIFICATIONS' OF RUSSIAN, SOVIET HISTORY CONDEMNED

[Text] The propaganda backup for imperialism's military-political 
actions is developed long before these actions are initiated--as a rule 
as early as the stage of their secret planning. It was by this method 
that Western public opinion has been prepared for a new twist of the 
irme race--the taking of the decision to deploy new U.S. missile systems 
in Western Europe and Washington's attempts to get the oil exporting 
countries still more firmly in its clutches and essentially lay hands 
on their resources. 


A murky stream of misinformation flowed along several channels simul- 
taneously. For instance, back in May 1978 the neofascist parties and 
groupings belonging to the "Black International" together with ''moderate 
rightwingers" held a conference in Lisbon on the subject of ''The Threat 
of Russian Imperialism." The Lisbon conference was followed by the 
publication of a NATO report on the Warsaw Pact states’ armed forces. 

In particular it alleged that "the Soviet Union continues to adhere to 
goals whose attainment would turn it into the world's predominant power." 
Of course, you can say anything on paper, but it goes without saying 
that the NATO propagandists had no facts, absolutely none, to confirm 
the thesis of the “Soviet threat." 


[It was then that the awesome "Russian bear" began to stalk the pages of 
the bourgeois press and Western television screens. In 1979 the BBC 
prepared and put into propaganda circulation the slanderous television 
movie ‘The Bear Next Door," which presented the Soviet Union as an 
aggressive power. The present Beijing leaders are also striving not to 
lag behind the imperialist propagandists. Thus Deng Xiaoping urged 
Washington to "curb the white bear."' As we can see, in this case he 
had only enough imagination to change the color of the bear designed 

to intimidate ordinary citizens. 
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TIME magazine resorts to the same image. The cover of one issue depicted 
in stylized form that part of our planet which includes Pakistan, 
Afghanistan, Iran, the Near East and Ethiopia. The head of a bear with 
avid eyes looms from the upper edge, that is from the north, of this 
curved crescent-shaped region with the Persian Gulf in the middle. 

Below is the title of the issue's main feature: ''The Arc of Crises." 

You don't understand? Never mind, the magazine provides the necessary 
explanation: 


"There 1s no doubt that the Soviet Union is interested in extending its 
influence to the entire zone in the grip of crisis.... The state of 
affairs has not changed that much since tsarist times. In 1775 the last 
testament of Peter the Great was published in which he passed on to 
Russian rulers the task of coming as close as possible to Constantinople 
and India. He who reigns there will be the master of the whole world...." 


TIME magazine goes on to give an account of the deliberately counterfeit 
"political bequest" of Peter I. It was concocted in the 18th century by 
the French adventurer d'Eon. The fake was first published not in 1775 
but in 1812 on personal instructions from the French emperor who wanted 
to justify his aggression against Russia by referring to the Russian 
"expansionist designs." In the 19th century historiographers exposed 
the falsification and the opinion of specialists from various counttftes, 
including France, was absolutely unanimous. In November 1941 the "last 
testament of Peter I'' appeared simultaneously on the pages of several 
newspapers of the ''Third Reich" and almost 40 years later these lies 
have been taken up by a U.S. magazine with a claim to reputability! 


The anti-Sovietism of bourgeois politicians, Sovietologists and propa- 
ganda organs of the capitalist West are a customary and understandable 
business. But why do many of them, in focusing their attention on the 
Soviet Union, at the same time delve into Russian history? Why, for 
instance, has (Dzhul Kozlov) developed a burning desire to distort the 
/entire/ [word between slantlines published in boldface] history of the 
Russian statehood from Ivan Kalita to Dmitriy Donskoy? 


Let us return to October 1917. Somerset Maugham, sent at the time on 
an espionage mission to Petrograd by the intelligence service, subse- 
quently described as follows, in his autobiographical story "Ashenden, 
or the British Agent," his reaction to the news of the seizure of the 
Winter Palace: 


"'So, what do you think of Russia and the Russians now?' Mr Harrington 
asked Ashenden. 


"'I'm fed up with them, I'm fed up with Tolstoy, I'm fed up with 


Turgenev and Dostoyevskiy, I'm fed up with Chekhov, I'm fed up with 
the intelligentsia.'" 
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We have no reason to doubt the total sincerity of the words of Ashenden- 
Maugham just as we have no reason to doubt that chauvinist feelings of 
hostility toward everything connected with Russia were mingled with the 
class hatred of the European and U.S. bourgeoisie with respect to the 
motherland of October. The most reactionary aggressive circles of the 
bourgeoisie still use tne fueling of anti-Russian feelings for their 
own social and political goals. 


To preserve the levers of ideological influence on the masses of the 
population in their own countries, it is important for these circles to 
conceal the class-based essence of the contradictions between capitalism 
and socialism, between the power of the purse and the workers and com- 
munist movement, between imperialism and the national liberation move- 
ment. It is to their advantage to present this conflict as a continua- 
tion of the allegedly eternal antagonism between Russia and the West and 
it is to their advantage to depict the class struggle of the proletariat 
of their own countries and the struggle of the peoples of the former 
colonies for social progress and true national independence as the work 
of "Moscow's hands." 


One of the most tenacious prejudices and one that is most cultivated by 
Sovietology is the idea of Russia as a "barbaric power.'' Even the false 
"last testament of Peter the Great'' recommended that the Russian rulers 
should move in their "Asian hordes" to win Europe. In May 1945 the 
fascist butcher Himmler appealed hysterically to Montgomery: ‘Now that 
Germany has been defeated, Britain remains face to face with the Asian 
peoples. It is important to save Germany's vital force so that it does 
not fall into the Russians’ hands...."' In 1948 W. Churchill resorted 

in a parliamentary speech to a very similar method: "Yesterday the 
foreign secretary (Bevin--F.N.) spoke of the Russian border stretching 
from Stettin to Trieste.... He also mentioned the Elbe. Who can believe 
in lasting peace in Europe while Asia's borders remain on the Elbe?" 


The racist tradition of the West's ruling classes has made and continues 
to make an important contribution to the formation of a certain "image" 
of Russia. "Scratch a Russian and you'll find a Tartar," Napoleon 
Bonaparte used to say. Hitler said that Moscow laughs "a Tartar's laugh" 
and at times when he was particularly keenly ill-disposed toward the 
Russians he would call them ''Kalmyks." The U.S. Sovietologist (Dzh. 
Radzhinskiy) stresses that the Russians are Slavs mainly in terms of 
language but not by blood. 


Over a century ago A. I. Herzen produced a good reply to such expatia- 
tions: ‘Fear of Russia...is being resurrected with new vigor...people 
are ready again to cover over forgotten ‘human and civil rights’ and 
bar the way to the freedom which no longer exists in order to stand 
guard over the ‘salvation of a civilization’ which is threatened and 
cast back future Attilas and Alarics beyond the Volga and the Urals. 
The danger is so great...that they advise all states to form a holy 
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league of military despotism.... Cries of alarm and malice have been 
raised and they have begun to think up ethnographic insults.... 


"Our brave enemies do not even know that we are very far from vulnerable 
in that direction. We are above finickiness in zoological selection 
[zoologicheskaya shchepetilnost] and totally indifferent to the question 
of racial purity, which does not prevent us from being fully Slavonic. 

We are very happy that Finnish and Mongol blood runs in our veins; this 
makes us the kin of those pariah races of which Europe's humane democracy 
can only speak in a tone of injured scorn...." 


A greal deal of water has flowed under the bridge since Herzen refuted 
the Russophobes. Since the countries of Asia and Africa emerged in the 
international arena the West's "democracy" has been strenuously con- 
cealing its racism like an unpleasant disease. On the other hand on 
both sides of the Atlantic a "holy league of military despotism" has 
been created the like of which the European monarchs in the 19th 
century did not even dare to dream of. On the other hand the West does 
not now hide, but seizes upon "human rights" and shamelessly brandishec 
them like a banner. And hatred for the motherland of the Great October 
has now been introduced as a very important emotional ingredient to the 
ideology of anticommunism. It poisons international relations with the 
whole world, assuming the ugly forms of political hysteria. 


However, the profession of poisoner is dangerous, apart from anything 
else, to the poisoner himself. Stereotyped arguments about the age-old 
"Russian expansionism" do of course fulfill their function as propaganda 
cover for the aggressive and expansionist policy of the imperialist West 
and Beijing with it. But on being transformed through frequent use into 
a unique psychological complex in some politicians, these arguments 
paralyze the ability to think logically and become obeessions. In 
particular this can be said of many recent statements by a number of 
representatives of the U.S. administration and some leaders of the 
British Tories or leaders of the West German rightwing opposition. 


The danger of intoxication with the venom of your own propaganda is 
understood also by the representatives of that section of the bour- 
geoisie which advocates detente in relations with the Soviet Union. 

Thus (S. F. Koen), director of the Russian research program at Princeton 
University, wrote in the anthology "Common Sense in Relations Between 

the United States and the Soviet Union" [Zdravyy smysl v otnosheniyakh 
mezhdu soyedinennymi shtatami i sovetskim soyuzom]: 'For 60 years 

Soviet Russia has been a real obsession for our minds." Another U.S. 
Sovietologist, N. V. Riasanovsky, criticizes the "school of extreme and 
blind hatred." "Those authors who adhere to this trend," he notes, "are 
usually 'reinforced' by an enormous, absolutely indestructible ignorance, 
and mix up Russia and the Soviet Union and condemn them indiscriminately." 








Nevertheless the decisive word in the struggle against all types of 
anti-Sovietism in the West belongs to the grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren of those who, at the uawn of October, came out under 

the slogan "Hands off Soviet Russia!'' Their voice can be heard at 
meetings and demonstrations, in party and trade union statements, in 
the vaulted chambers of parliament and in workers clubs. Honest 

people in the West are demanding an end to the mortally dangerous arms 
race and the aggressive plans directed against the Soviet Union and the 
other socialist countries. 


The working masses know the truth about the motherland of October.

Sobolev on Past Experience

[Excerpts}) Life is in a state of constant motion and development. Each 
new era poses new tasks and problems for Marxism-Leninism, for which a 
scientific solution must be provided. An analysis of new developments 
discloses, first of all, the fact that in all basic aspects they confirm 
Lenin's prophetic thoughts on the basic trends in world development. At 
the same time, it is becoming necessary to further develop Marxismdetnism. 


In the contemporary situation, the development of the human society is 
becoming increasingly more complex, multifaceted and dynamic. Qualitative 
and quantitative changes are taking place both in the international area 
and within each state. 


Real socialism has made truly impressive achievements in all areas of 
social life, and this has brought about an important regrouping of forces 
in the world and has placed the social-historical initiative into its 
hands. 


An extremely severe crisis has struck at the foundations of state- 
monopolistic capitalism. The conflicts and social antagonisms inherent 
in capitalism have become interwoven with new, global problems common to 
all mankind. This has given greater intensity to the class conflicts and 
produced a greater diversity of forms in the struggle between democratic 
and progressive forces and the reactionary forces. 
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Selence and technology have taken an enormous leap forward in their 
development and society's production capacity has increased considerably. 
The social impact of the scientific and technological revolution has not 
been the same by far, however, and is manifested differently under the 
conditions of capitalie. and in the socialist nations. 


The struggle waged by the working class, as well as by peoples of the 
liberated nations, has entered a new stage in its development. Hundreds 
of millions of people are being drawn into cognizant historical creativity. 


Global problems common to all mankind--ecological, energy and demographic 
problems, and problems of war and peace--have come to the fore and become 
exceptionally acute in the life of society. 


All these changes and processes affect the situation on every continent, 
the development of every nation, the future of every people and the fate 
ot every class and social segment. 


The nature and the course of contemporary world development and prospects 
for social progress and the future of mankind are defined in these 
intense confrontations between adverse historical class forces. 


The potent flourishing of real socialism and the opposition and worldwide, 
historical competition between the two adverse social systems--histori- 
cally ascending socialism, on the one hand, and socially spent, reactionary 
capitalism, on the other--are a concentrated manifestation of the entire 
range of social, historical, economic, political and ideological processes 
and changes and constitute their basic essence. 


Lenin pointed out that dialectical interrelations have risen to a new 
level in the contemporary situation and that they are expanding and 
becoming more complex: 


--the general, the peculiar and the unique, since the concrete historical 
and the specific national circumstances of the struggle are increasingly 
being revealed and differentiated, on the one hand, while on the other, 
che more thoroughly and specifically these circumstances are differenti- 
ated, the more acute is the need to study how tne general laws function 
and are manifested under unique individual conditions; 


~=the national and the international, since the national tasks and goals 
of the social process are becoming more complex and growing, on the one 
hand, while, as Lenin explained, there is increasing internationalization 
of all aspects of societal life, which is reaching its full culmination 
in the presence of socialism's victory on an international scale, on the 
other; 
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“=the dialectical relationship between the objective and the subjective, 
between the elemental and the cognizant in societal development. Lenin 
proved the sociological law of an increasing role for the subjective 
factor in the revolutionary movement and, based upon this, the vital 
necessity for communist parties to master the science ond art of exercis- 
ing political leadership of the revolutionary-transformational activity 
of the working class; 


~=the dialectical relationships between the internal conditions under 
which the working class carries out its worldwide historical mission and 
the external, international factors: the increasingly favorable 
possibilities resulting from world soctalism's successes, the increasing 
difficulties and the stepped up resistance by international capital; 


--expansion of the dialectics of interaction between the maturity of the 
objective conditions for the transition to socialism and the maturation 
process of the mass force in the struggle for social progress, and between 
the increased possibilities for the transfer of power into the hands of 
the people and stimulation of the struggle by the internal monopolistic 
buurgeoisie against the forces for social progress; 


~=the dialectics of the interdependency in the struggle for peace and 
peaceful coexistence, democracy, national liberty and social progress, 
for the triumph of socialism; dialectical development of the brilliant 
Leninist concept of combining the struggle for democracy with the advance 
toward socialism; contemporary problems in the dialectics of the struggle 
for social, economic and political democracy and er ‘alist reforms at 
various stages of the revolutionary process; the dialectics of the anti- 
monopoly struggle and the socialist revolution. 


The contemporary stage in the development of a world community of man 
with all its complex and contradictory connections and intermediaries, 
the occurrence of a large number of qualitatively new developments and 
the increasing revolutionary-reformational role of Marxist-Leninist 
theory--all this and other circumstances are moving into the ranks of 
the most important the vitally important tasks of further enriching the 
dialectics and performing a more profound dialectical analysis of the 
developmental ways and forms of all aspects of social progress. 


We are referring here primarily to a proper understanding of the correla- 
tion between the stability of the fundamental laws underlying dialectics 
and their enrichment both as the material develops and as we develop our 
understanding of it. 


[t is generally recognized that the iaws of dialectics are of a general, 
universal nature and reflect the unity of the material world in its self- 
movement and self-development. It is an indisputable fact that there 

are no separate dialectics for capitalism and for socialism. A certain 
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exactness ie required in interpreting this thesis, however, It is 
enough to dogmatize “a ciny bit" of it, as Lenin said, to forget a 
“subtle detail" such as the enrichment of dialectics, and it begins to 
osaify under the pressure of metaphysics, 


The danger lies in the fact that, while correctly understanding the laws 
of dialectics as the general, universal laws underlying the motion of 
eternal matter, it 1s possible schematically “to apply" them to historical 
processes and phenomena, to use them as a “master key" to search for the 
truth in the repository of social reality. It should be pointed out that 
certain philosophers do precisely this. When they do, however, they find 
only the bodiless shadow of the truth. Unfortunately, such theoreticians 
are extremely pleased with such explanations. At the same time, however, 
they shout that they are enemies of dogmatism and schematism. 


Another kind of extreme also occurs. If such a social form of motion of 
material as the socialist society is ignored, the strength of dialectical 
analysis can be weakened considerably. And certain of our opponents make 
this error. For example, while proclaiming loyalty to dialectics, they 
at the same time fail to see the qualitative distinctions between a 
bourgeois and a socialist democracy and attempt to appraise the level of 
democratization in the socialist nations with bourgeois license. 


Unfortunately, the defective practice of reducing dialectics to the sum 

of the examples, which Lenin pointed out, has not yet been overcome. The 
mechanical comparison of various aspects, phenomena and processes of 
societal life, not interlinked by the bifurcation of the common or by the 
interaction among them, is sometimes called dialectics. Certain individ- 
uals take dialectics to be all conflicts, confrontations and exacerbations 
of relations, again without considering the interaction of these aspects. 


There is a tendency to interpret the dialectics of contemporary societal 
development and of the world revolutionary process as the sum-total of 
the latest facts and examples taken from socialism's powerful movement 
forward and of the successes and difficulties encountered in the workers' 
movement and the national liberation struggle, with the words “considered 
dialectically" added. Unfortunately, this is precisely what certain 

“new philosophers" in the West and a number of theoreticians of the 
workers’ movement are doing. They bombard the reader with examples 
isolated from the circumstances producing them and use these "nice little 
facts" and the set of examples to force-maneuver the logic of history and 
the dialectics of the world revolutionary process. 


This changes dialectics from a powerful teaching on the bifurcation of 
the unified and the struggle between opposites as a source of self- 


movement into trivial discussions of disputes, clashes, conflicts and 
so forth. 
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Lenin once wrote the following: "...The great Hegelian dialectic, which 
Marxism adopted and gave new life to, should never be confused with the 
base practice of justifying the zigzagging of political figures who dart 
from the revolutionary to the opportunistic wing of the party, with the 
base strategem of lumping together individual statements, individual 
moments in the development of varlous stages of the single process. True 
dialectics do not justify personal errors but study the inevitable twists 
and turns, demonstrating their inevitability through a detailed study of 
the development with complete concreteness, The basic principle of 
dialectics ts that there 1s no abstract truth, that truth is always 
concrete.... Nor should this great Hegelian dialectic be confused with 
that banal bit of worldly wisdom expressed in the Italian saying: 

mettere la coda dove non va il capo (to insert tail where the head will 
not go), "12 


This tendency has not disappeared even today, unfortunately. In the 
foreign press one finds published writings by the enemies of socialism, 
who attempt to jusit.y the theoretical confusion and political fluctua- 
tions by creating a hubbub of clamorous, abstractly verbal arguments 
about dialectics. 


At the present time the substitution of sophistry and eclecticism 
constitutes an extremely great danger for revolutionary theory and 
practice. In the present situation we find the “sophist" snatching up 

one of the "arguments," and Hegel himself correctly stated that “arguments" 
can be found to justify absolutely anything on earth. Dialectics demand 

a thorough study into a given social phenomenon “within the framework of 
{ts development and a knowledge of the external factors affecting the 
basic moving forces, the development of production forces and the class 
struggle." 


The enemies of Leninism are attempting more and more frequently to replace 
dialectics with sophistry and “grabbing onto" first one and then another 
of the arguments for a distorted interpretation of theory and of objective 
reality. There are a great many examples of this. We shall limit 
ourselves to only a few. For example, one of our opponents asserts that 
the history of socialism has definitely refuted the strategic concept of 

a world armed socialist revolution, taken as a more or less simultaneous, 
direct and armed conflict between the two main classes of the modern world. 
This is a real gem of sophistry, however. The theory of the socialist 
revolution is first distorted to an unrecognizable degree by “snatching 
out" one of the “arguments.” This argument is elevated to the ranks of 
the absolute and then refuted. In reality, the grotesque concept of a 
revolution described above cannot be famd either in Lenin's works or in 
the philosophical works of the Marxist-Leninists. 


Going further, the popular phrase used by certain figures in the workers' 
movement in the West, “we do not need an armed uprising," is the purest 
of sophisms. This is another example of the replacement of Leninist 
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theory of the socialist revolution with a one-sided thesis, which 
describes the armed uprising absolutely, as the only form of revolutionary 
action. 


We find a gross, basely mechanistic distortion of dialectics and their 
transformation into sophistry and eclectics in the works of Mao Zedong 
and his followers. While verbally proclaiming loyalty to dialectics, 
contemporary Maoists have totally distorted their laws. They have reduced 
the law of unity and the struggle of opposites to the absurd, emasculated 
dialectics by removing their revolutionary substance, and analyze all the 
processes involved in the development of the Chinese society and world 
relations as true sophists and metaphysicians. Contemporary Maoists have 
turned dialectics into great-khan tools and replaced it with utilitarian 
pragmatism and an arbitrary interpreation of all aspects of world 
development. 


The Maoists are willing to pay any price for “arguments" to justify their 
policy. They remove at random isolated quotes from the works of Marx, 
Engels and Lenin, and isolated facts from the history of the class 
struggle. In the hands of the Maoists, sophistry has become a tool for 
distorting Marxist-Leninist doctrine and for the false interpretation of 
contemporary experience in the international revolutionary movement. The 
sophistry of the Maoists is an example of utilitarian pragmatism and the 
arbitrary interpretation of world history. 


The Maoists themselves do not conceal their free-reined, utilitarian- 
pragmatic treatment of objective truth, of actual reality. Beijing's 
leaders have recently formulated the con apt of the so-called realistic 
approach to the analysis of objective reality. This concept is 
sophistically disguised by the criterion of practice, and the consumer 
treatment of Marxist-Leninist theory is pragmatically taken to the limit. 
Contemporary Maoists maintain that, based upon acknowledgment of the 
criterion of practice and the “realistic approach," one can review and 
revise all the principles of Marxism-Leninism with absolute freedom. 


The history of the class, ideological struggle shows that the distortion 
of dialectics forms the methodological basis for distorting revolutionary 
theory and revolutionary practice. The very course of social develop- 
ment has therefore set the task of increasing the militancy and effective- 
ness of the direction provided by communist parties. This task makes it 
vitally necessary to engage in an active campaign against all manifesta- 
tions and elements of mechanistic, metaphysical, sophistic interpretation 
of dialectics. The Leninist approach to the essence of dialectics will 
make it possible to further enrich all their aspects with new experience 
and with a summarization of the complex new relationships in contemporary 
society with its more dynamic development and with the enormous stress of 
social relations in the area of capitalism. 











The Leninist approach tor understanding the nature of dialectics and their 
methodological role in understanding and transforming the world will make 
it possible to understand more thoroughly the contradictory mechaniem by 
which the soctological laws function, the patterns and characteristic 
features of the world revolutionary process and the specific character- 
{stics of the advance toward soctaliam in each nation, and based upon 
this, to provide a scientific basis for the revolutionary policy of the 
motive forces in the history, the strategy and tactics of the struggle 

for social progress in various historical realities. 


In order properly to define the whole aggregate of the struggle for 
peace, democracy, national freedom and social progress and for the 
triumph of socialism, in order to define the outlook for development of 
the world revolutionary process, it is extremely important to make a 
thorough, integrated, comprehensive dialectical analysis of subsequent 
basic trends determining contemporary world development with all their 
complex interactions. 


In the first place, this means the growth of the economic strength, the 
social perfection, the historical superiority and the moral-political 
prestige of real socialism and of the degree and extent of its influence 
upon all aspects of world development. A qualitatively new historical, 
international basis is developing for the peoples’ struggle for peace, 
democracy and national freedom. Socialism's enormous successes and the 
expansion of its positions are creating a qualitatively new historical 
basis for the revolutionary reformational work of the masses, that 
material foundation upon which all aspects of the world revolutionary 
process turn and the creation of a communist civilization over the 
entire planet is accomplished. 


A process of accumulation of revclutionary energy is occurring within all 
the moving forces of world history as a result of the buildup of real 
socialism, the growth of economic power and defense strength, political 
influence and ideological attractiveness. This is producing a change in 
the balance of power in favor of democracy and socialism, and accelerating 
the dynamics of historical progress. 


At the same time, world socialism also has problems and difficulties 
demanding Marxist-Leninist study and resolution: the revival of 
nationalism in certain nations, the influence of the ideological struggle 
and the psychological warfare conducted by the imperialists upon the 
awareness of a certain, albeit small segment of the population and the 
schismatic activity of the Maoists. 


In the second place, these include the complex, multilevel, dialectically 
contradictory processes occurring within the depths of GMK [state- 
monopolistic capital?], within its foundation and its superstructure, the 
intensification of capitalism's overall crisis at the present stage and 








the exacerbation of its conflicts by the effects of the competition 
between the two opposed systems and by the influence of the scientific 
and technological revolution and the growing activeness of the popular 
masses. 


The productive forces of GMK are growing relatively rapidly as a result 
of the sctentifie and technological revolution, on the one hand, while on 
the other, the social-historical conflict between these newest productive 
forces and the private-monopolistic production organization is becoming 
increasingly acute and troublesome, the parisitic, decadent and unstable 
processes within the capitalist system are gaining force, capitalism's 
traditional contradictions are being exacerbated, and new ones are 
emerging and sometimes assuming global scope. 


On the one hand, there is widespread integration of economic life, 
reflecting naturally essential, objectively progressive trends in the 
internationalization of various aspects of societal life, while on the 
other, there is increasingly uneven development of the capitalist nations, 
and the monstrous leviathans of our time—multinational corporations 
(MNK)=--those sinister parisitic octopuses, are assuming an ever-increasing 
role. With enormous economic power and distributed throughout various 
nations, they are attempting to rid themselves of control by the national 
states, to gain ascendancy over society and to intensify their exploita- 
tion of the workers and of all toilers more and more. 


On the one hand, there has been an important increase in the social and 
political role of the popular masses struggling courageously to strengthen 
and develop democracy, while on the other hand, the military-industrial 
complexes and the multinational corporations are destined fiercely to 
oppose the demands of society's majority. They are the promoters of the 
most reactionary, bellicose and militaristic domestic and foreign policy 
and threaten the foundations of human life. 


On the one hand, capitalism has exhausted itself historically as a social 
structure and has no future. This fact is expressed most graphically 

and prominently in the intensification of the pathologically morbid 
developments taking place at the contemporary stage of capitalism's over- 
all crisis. On the other hand, state-monopolistic capitalism is employing 
the most diverse means of cutting off the paths of social progress, 
rebelling against the laws of history, continuously perfecting its self- 
preservation mechanism and attempting to increase its effect in the inter- 
national area and internally, where it pursues a flexible tactic of 
combining social maneuvering and informational-psychological pressure 

upon the masses with the actions of its repressive machinery. 


The most reactionary forces of state-monopolistic capitalism want to 
preserve their existence and their domination contrary to the laws of 
history and to the interests of the majority of mankind. For these 
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purposes they are rebelling against the worldwide coexistence of nations 
with different social structures, pursuing the arms race, engaging in the 
most uncontrolled anti-Soviet and anticommunist propaganda and conducting 
psychological warfare against the soclaliat nations. All of thie is 
creating enormous tension tn world development and producing dramatic 
situations fraught with the danger of escalating into a global tragedy 
for mankind. It must be noted that the reactionary, history-opposing 
position of state-monopolistic capitalism is creating considerable 
difficulties for man's social progress. Complex problems are also 
arising for the nations of real socialism. The resolution of these 
problems demands additional efforts and economic and political reserves. 


In the third place, in order to understand the full complexity and 
contradictoriness of contemporary social processes and the prospects for 
development of the revolutionary process, it is extremely important to 
clarify the forms in which the main conflict of our era interacts with 
the main conflict of the capitalist system of production, the mechanism 
through which and the forms in which the interaction between these two 
conflicts determines the nature, the basic trends and the prospects of 
contemporary historical development, how it determines the distribution 
and the balance of power internationally and in what cases it indirectly 
affects the distribution and balance of class forces in each nation in 
the capitalist sphere and in which cases it affects these directly. 


In the fourth place, the scientific and technological revolution, which 
has both common characteristics and different social effects in the 
capitalist and the socialist worlds, is one of the new factors of a 
global order, which is having a continuous, multifaceted and far-reaching 
influence upon all social development and requires dialectical analysis. 


The dialectically contradictory social effects of the scientific and 
technological revolution under state-monopolistic capitalism lie in the 
fact that it is accelerating the development of productive forces and 
the collectivization of the means of production and increasing man‘s 
productive capacity, on the one hand, while on the other, it is 
exacerbating all of capitalism's conflicts, including the conflict 
between the productive forces and private-monupolistic production rela- 
tions, between labor and capital, and producing an intensification of 
capitalism's overall crisis. 


One of the consequences of the scientific and technological revolution 
under state-monopolistic capitalism has been the emergence of an ecological 
crisis, which represents the development of a new antagonistic conflict 
between the essence of nature as a natural condition for the life of 

people and therefore belongs to all mankind and the aggressive endeavor 

by the monopolies to appropriate natural resources for themselves and to 
utilize them by means of the latest achievements of science and technology 
for purposes of deriving the maximum profit. The possibility that such a 
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contliect would arise was foreseen by Karl Marx himself, who stated with 
justifiable alarm: "...culture, if it develops apentansously and is not 
directed consciously..., leaves a wasteland in its path,..." 4 


Science and technology are developed consciously and according to plan 
under socialism, and the basic possibilities are created for combining 

the advantages of the new social structure with the achievements of the 
scientific and technological revolution, which opens up unlimited 
possibilities for national progress. At the same time, the existence of 
two opposed systems creates problems in this area for the socialist 
nations as well, since the ecological consequences of the monopolies' 
economic plundering have no boundaries. It should be pointed out that the 
successes achieved in the scientific and technological revolution are 
creating a feeling of technological egoism and intellectual arrogance in 
some workers in the socialist nations as well. This accounts for the 
calls "to subjugate nature," “to alter nature," and so forth. This formu- 
lation of the question, however, without a thorough understanding of the 
laws of nature and without taking them into account, produces conflicting 
situations, which can and must be avoided. 


[In the fifth place, the successes achieved through the policy of peaceful 
coexistence among nations with different social structures are creating 
qualitatively new, albeit extremely contradictory conditions for the 
struggle tor peace, democracy and socialism in the capitalist nations, for 
the contest between the socialist and capitalist forces in the interna- 
tional field and for the development of the world revolutionary process. 


In the sixth place, a new, socially multifaceted conflict has developed 
between the liberated peoples and world imperialism as a result of the 
downfall of traditional forms of colonial domination, the creation of a 
large number of young national states and the entry into the field of 
independent historical action by many peoples with a number totaling more 
than 1 billion. An extremely and severe conflict of world importance is 
developing as a result of the fact that there is a gap between the 
economic capabilities of the liberated peoples and the strongholds of 
imperialism and the gap is still tending to increase. The social and 
economic backwardness of the young states is a deep and bleeding wound, 
which colonialism inflicted upon all mankind and is still criminally 
intlaming. All of this is having a morbid and dramatic effect upon the 
entire system of international relations and is retarding the social 
progress of temporary mankind in general. And so, yet another extremely 
important tangle of the era's world social—historical conflicts has 
developed, and the severity of this conflict and its scope and influence 
upon the history of man will increase. 


The dialectically contradictory nature of this entire problem lies in the 


fact that the gaining of real independence, the achievement of economic 
prosperity and the attainment of social progress for the liberated nations 
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constitute a national problem for the people of a given nation themselves, 
while at the same time being one of the foremost tasks facing all the 
motive forces of history and all mankind today. 


The scientifically based prospects for resolving this matter lie on the 
path of socialist orlentation, but the reality of this path is created by 
further strengthening the position of world socialism, by a continuing 
offensive by the working class of the capitalist nations and by creating 
a new international economic and political order, which means conducting 
a consistent and victorious struggle against imperialism, colonialism and 
neocolontalism, against the multinational corporations. The problem of 
insuring social progress for previously oppressed peoples is therefore a 
universal problem, one requiring thorough scientific and theoretical 
analysis of ways of resolving it and political, social and economic 
backing for the resolution. 


The need to increase the role of the working class must be noted as an 
important conclusion. The workers‘ movement in the capitalist nations 
has entered a new phase in its development, and there is an accrual of 
revolutionary strength in the working class and a buildup of the revo- 
lutionary wave in a number of nations. In some of them the working class 
has switched to active, offensive actions and is creating broad social 
alliances, various kinds of left-wing political blocs have come into 
being, platforms are being worked out for the struggle for power, and the 
communist parties are expanding their influence. The working class in 
the capitalist nations and its communist parties are increasingly becoming 
the centers of social processes and of the political struggle. 


There are negative factors as well, however. Pressure upon the working 
class by the combined reactionary, imperialist forces is being stepped up 
in every capitalist nation. The “Atlantic Alliance" concept, the 

"common market" system, NATO, the European Parliament and other economic, 
political and ideological means and levers of a military intelligence 
order are being used to restrain the development of the antimonopoly move- 
ment, to prevent the assumption of power by leftist forces in Italy, 
France, Greece and Spain, and to hinder the growth of the revolution in 
Portugal. 


The split in the working class, part of which is pursuing social democracy 
and part of which is caught in the nets of bourgeois ideology and policy, 
is having an extremely negative effect. The most aware workers are 
joining forces round the communists. 'The working class is naturally 
drawn toward socialism... but the most widespread bourgeois ideology 
(which is constantly being resurrected in the most diverse forms) is 
nonetheless most elementally imposed upon the worker."15 


The expansion of the motive forces behind the antimonopoly movement has 
not only a positive side but negative effects as well. On the one hand, 
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the active social potential of the class struggle is increasing. On the 
other hand, chere is a deterioration in the level of political awareness, 
ideological and theoretical maturity and organization. Various segments 
of the workers are introducing their own narrowly comprehended social 
interests, class prejudices, fdeological vacillations and utopian ideas, 
and sometimes, revolutionary impatience, into the antimonopoly movement. 


Such are the latest, the most complex and contradictory developments 
presently determining the development of the world revolutionary process. 
These processes and developments are both favorable and unfavorable to 
the achtevement of freedom for peoples. They are opening up new oppor- 
tunities and realistic new prospects for man's advancement along the path 
of progress and are creating new difficulttes. 


Furthermore, we must take into account the growing differentiation of the 
specific historical conditions under which the struggle for peace, 
democracy and social progress is being conducted, which is setting new 
aspects of dialectical interaction between the general laws of society's 
revolutionary transformation and the specific national characteristics 

of their manifestation and functioning in the specific historical condi- 
tions of each nation. 


Even more acute in this situation is the problem of assimilating and 
making creative use of the accumulated experience. This problem has 
become especially important in light of the successful Cuban revolution 
and the victory achieved by the people of Nicaragua, the difficulties 
encountered in the development of Portugal's revolution, the lessons 
provided by the revolution's defeat in Chile, and so forth. 





The fact needs to be pointed out that the continued differentiation of 
the specific national conditions for the revolutionary movement has 
created in certain figures connected with the workers’ movement meta- 
physical, neo-positivistic thinking about the nonrecurrence of historical 
processes, which would mean that it is impossible to utilize experience 
previously accumulated. This is fundamentally incorrect, however. We 
nave discussed in detail the new, that is, the specific, conditions, 
problems and tasks of the revolutionary-reformational activity of the 
working class. All of these new factors and new problems do not and can- 
not negate the importance of previous experience, however. 


The study and assimilation of accumulated fraternal experience naturally 
nas nothing in common with historical parallels. Marxism-Leninism rejects 
abstract analogies and the mechanical imitating of previous experience. 

At the same time, however, it exposes the fallaciousness, even fatality 

ot a neolistic attitude toward revolutionary experience, since every small 
bit of that experience reflects objective patterns of societal develop- 
ment. Marxism-Leninism equips a party with a scientific appraisal of 
accumulated experience, which includes the dialectical interrelationship 
of the unity of patterns and the diversity of specific paths of social 
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progress, the general principles of the revolutionary struggle and the 
specific aspects of their manifestation at the new stage of the movement 
under the new circumstances of the struggle. 


Marxism-Leninism substantiates the fundamentally important tenet that the 
creative employment of accumulated experience in new circumstances consti- 
tutes its dialectical removal. This means the preservation of everything 
valuable, historically essential and objectively regular, and the exclu- 
sion of everything temporary, random and extremely specific. It is 
precisely this dialectical treatment of experience which provides for its 
creative use for the development of scientifically based policy, strategy 
and tactics as applicable to the specific conditions of a given nation 

and of the specific stage of the struggle. 


Such is the complex, multifaceted and contradictory situation of contem- 
porary world development. These are the conditions in which all the 
revolutionary detachments and all progressive forces are operating, 
bringing about mankind's social progress. A thorough analysis of all 
these interrelated and counteractive trends can only be performed and 
the proper policy, strategy and tactics can only be worked out for the 
struggle for the revolutionary reform of all elements of contemporary 
mankind from a position of Marxism-Leninism, only by following material- 
istic dialectics enriched by the great Lenin. 


The above demonstrates with total clarity the continuously growing 
{mportance of Marxist-Leninist science, creatively developed and enriched 
collectively and individually by the communist parties to serve as the 
basis for their policy, strategy and tactics and for the formulation of 
scientific answers to questions posed by the development of socialism, by 
the class struggle of the working class in the capitalist nations and by 
the powerful rise of the national liberation movement.

[Excerpts] The great creative force of Leninism was manifested especially 
clearly in the dialectical correlation between the basic principles of 

the revolutionary doctrine of Marx and Lenin and the practical tasks of 
the workers' and communist movement, which has emerged in the avant-garde 
of the struggle against the exploitative system and for the implementa- 
tion of Lenin's plan for building a new society in the 20th century, for 
the resolution of the era's basic social problems to the benefit of 
working mankind and for peace and the national and social liberation of 
peoples. 


V. I. Lenin's ideological-theoretical legacy and the principles founded 

by him for a scientific approach to the study of the patterns of class 
struggle and a revolutionary transition to socialism and of ways and 

forms of social-historical progress in our era serve as the methodological 
base for revealing the trends and prospects of world social development 
and its motive forces. 


The creative nature of Leninism and the validity of its conclusions for 
the contemporary, world workers’ and revolutionary-liberation movement 

has been demonstrated by reality. "The scope of Lenin's thinking and work 
was so enormous and he was able to understand and express the pressing 
needs of his era so thoroughly that Lenin's ideas still provide a power- 
ful weapon in the hands of those fighting for the happiness of peoples. 
There is no corner of the planet in which Lenin's name is not heard as a 
fiery exhortation to struggle against oppression, inequality and exploita- 
tion, as a symbol of militant unity, as a guarantee of victory in the 
historic battle for the triumph of communist ideals."! While stressing 
the fact that Marxism-Leninism is a common international doctrine, a 

guide to action for communists, for all revolutionaries, Comrade L. lI. 
Brezhnev notes: "The experience of history has not left one stone upon 
another of the attempts by bourgeois and revisionist ideologists to 
contrast Lenin with Marx, Leninism with Marxism, to depict Leninism as a 
specifically Russian, national phenomenon.... Lenin's doctrine absorbed 
everything created by the best human minds, and it summarizes and merges 
into a single whole the world experience of the class struggle by the 
workers.''2

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increasing attention continues to be given to Lenin's theoretical and 
political legacy, to the diverse experlence of the CPSU and to the results 
of the Leninisate' activity as a whole as the world revolutionary process 
developa in breadth and depth, 


This fact ie stated today not only by the proponents of communism but also 
(requently even by its enemies. Princeton University Professor R, Tucker, 
for example, writes that “for many reasons... the 20th century has become 
a pertod in which revolutionary policy affects the greater part of the 
world. Among the revolutionary leaders and theoreticians who have 
advanced to front-stage, Lenin has become the most remarkable in many 
respects and che most influential.... The fact that Lenin lived and 
‘reated in the 20th century is having an extremely profound influence 

upon the modern world,"3 


While acknowledging these things, however, certain foreign authors focus 
attention primarily upon V. IL. Lenin's characterization as an outstanding 
political figure, while at the same time downgrading his role as a 
brilliant theoretictan and thinker and downplaying his decisive creative 
contribution to the development of Marxism at the end of the 19th century 
and in the 20th century. Furthermore, some Western historians and 
sociologists (including J. Plamenatz, E. Wilson, M. Bukmiller, D. Zoll, 
O. Negt and others) 4 assert that V. I. Lenin attached no serious impor- 
tance to the theoretical analysis of social developments in general. 
Certain authors, A. Ulam and A. Weeks, among others, would like to depict 
Lenin, the genius of revolutionary thought and action, not as a theore- 
cieian but basically “only a practical worker...." There are also those, 
who, contrary to the truth, assert that V. I. Lenin “added nothing to 
Marxism," and that “theoretical Leninism," in the words of Paul Mattick, 
can be spoken of “only as a legend (?!)...."9 


such assertions absolutely do not correspond to the truth, however. 
Leninism, after all, is both the theory and the practice of a victorious 
proletarian revolution. It constituted a creative development of Marxism 
under new historical circumstances and an extension and concretization of 
all its main components: the philosophy of dialectical materialism, 
political economy and scientific communism. This is well and convincingly 
proven in scientitic Marxist literature.® 


Incidentally, among Western authors as well (including some of the social 
scientists who are not Marxists) we hear with increasing frequency the 
voices of those who do not share the concepts which unjustifiably “limit" 
V. I. Lenin's work and downplay its international ideological-political 
and theoretical importance. Some of them consider it necessary to enter 
into polemics to one degree or another against the “restrictive” inter- 
pretations of Lenin's legacy. / Others, although not concealing their 
hostility to scientific communism, are still forced to acknowledge the 
fact that "critics of the great Bolshevik experiment"--Otto Bauer, Karl 
Kautsky and others--"did not notice" the fact that Leninism had become 
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“the only historically successful alternative to reformist revisionism in 
the spirit of Bernstein." Even they cannot deny the indisputable fact 
that "the extraordinary force of the influence of Bolshevik activity, 
reflected in the broad dissemination of Leninist principles in the ranks 
of the Western European workers’ movement after 1917, confirmed the moral 
degradation of the Talmudistic figures in the Second International and 
clearly demonstrated the fact that reforuion or Bolshevism had become the 
true choice of the workers' movement." 


An intense ideological and soctal-political struggle has taken place and 
is still under way as a result of the intensification of the capitalist 
society's economic, social and other conflicts in the situation of the 
contemporary scientific and technological revolution. 


The sctentific and technological revolution is a social phenomenon which 
embraces processes occurring both in the productive forces and in other 
areas. Unlike the bourgeois concepts of “technological determinism" and 
the assertions of the Marcusians, as well as the views of certain 
"neo=-Luddites," the revolutionary workers’ movement measures the most 
important aspects of scientific and technological progress and its effects 
against the development of man. For Leninism it is man with his increas- 
ing requirements, his growing awareness and his increasingly active 
participation in societal life, who is the most important issue in the 
nodern sctentific and technological revolution. The revolutionary 
humanism of the working class cannot be separated today from the consistent 
struggle waged by its advanced organizations for a correct interrelation- 
ship between man, society and nature, one which meets the vital interests 
of the working masses. 


This also involves a group of issues pertaining to the role of the working 
class and of the various segments of that class and their struggle to 
develop the scientific and technological revolution itself and to uti- 
lize the results in the interest of the popular masses. 


ihe modern scientific and technological revolution reflects certain 
changes in man's relationship both to the forces of nature and to the 
world as a whole. It is the general opinion of the Marxists that the 
combining of far-reaching revolutionary advances in the area of social 
relations with the revolution in science and technology is one of the 
distinguishing features of our age. 


[t is precisely the dialectical link between the scientific and techno- 
logical revolution and the social revolution of our era, however, which 
the ideological-political defenders of capitalism (D. Bell, D. Boorstin 
and others) dispute in various ways . 26 And various means are put into 
play--from the revival concepts of “balance"™ and the publicizing of 
reformist doctrines about the “fading away" of social-class conflicts to 
efforts by certain philosophers to depict the revolutionary doctrine of 
Marx and Lenin as ostensibly “not adequate in the era of the scientific 
and technological revolution." 
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in other worda, Lf we Curn to the main iesaue lying at the center of the 
{deological and theoretical diaagreements and disputes in the West 
revolving around the appraisal of the role of the acientific and techno- 
logical revolution and tts effects, the reformists assert that these 
effects are leading to the mastery of the economic and social and politi- 
cal inatability of the capitalist ayetem and ite spiritual crisis, to a 
"balance or long-range “stabilization.” The Marxist-Leninists, however, 
assume that, to the contrary, these are in the final analysis contributing 
to the intensification of basic antagonisms within the exploitative 
system and to exacerbation of impertaliem's internal and external 
conflicts. 


Extremely indicative in this respect is the fact that the bourgeois 
{deologists themselves are being forced more and more frequently to 
confirm the current growth of economic and social and political weakness 
and instability in the Western nations in the situation of the scientific 
and technological revolutton and the growth of diverse critical develop- 
ments in those nations. 


The communist movement follows the Leninist principles of class analysis 
of social developments in its study of these processes. It stresses the 
importance of an overall approach in considering the bourgeois society's 
antagonisms, which are intensifying in the situation of the scientific 
and technological revolution. 


And this means, in addition to all else, that their Marxist-Leninist 
analysis is, first of all, organically linked with the clarification of 
general trends and advances occurring at the contemporary stage of 
competition between the two systems in the situation of exacerbation of 
capitalism's overall crisis. I would like to lay special stress upon the 
importance of coordinating the study of conflicting trends in technologi- 
cal progress under imperialism with investigation of the deep-rooted 
processes determining the development of critical situations in world 
capitalism. V. I. Lenin repeatedly turned his attention to this aspect 
of the matter. 


As it analyzes the effects cot “important revolutions in the area of 
technology," Leninism opposes the assertion that their “effect upon the 
national economic organization" ostensibly results in a strengthening of 
capitalism's positions, in its “crisis-free" development.*’ Vv. I. Lenin 
prophetically wrote: "The intensely rapid growth of technology produces 
increasingly more elements of Cteperity between various aspects of the 
economy, a state of chaos and crises."'¢8 


This methodologically important tenet is especially valid in the situation 


in which the world is split into two systems and capitalism's overall 
crisis is intensifying. 
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The Marxiat-Leniniste use che hiatorical method based on the principle 
of dialectical matertaliam, which requires consideration of long-range 
factors and trends reflecting general historical patterns, as well as 
close attention to the study of those peculiar conditions, forma and 
effects, which characterize the development of the sctentific and 
technological revolution precisely during a given, specific period of 
history. 


There can be no doubt that in order for the revolutionary workers’ move- 
ment to work out the proper strategy and tactics, it is important also to 
detect the differences in the objective conditions and the scales of 
development of scientific and technological progress at various stages 
of capitalism's overall crisis, including the contemporary phase of ite 
intensification, 


A truly thorough scientific analysis of the scientific and technological 
revolution and its effects under capitalism should also take into account 
the most important international conditions and the internal preconditions 
for the development of these processes now, at the confluence of the 
1970's and the 1980's, while correctly analyzing the correlation of inter- 
national and national factors in the development of the scientific and 
technological revolution. When we note, among other things, a certain 
increase in the synchronism29 of economic and other critical developments 
in various areas of the world capitalist system, in imperialism's main 
“centers of power," this can be explained, along with other factors, by 
the growing internationalization of societal life in the present spiral 

of scientific and technological progress. 


The scientific and technological revolution is affecting the social and 
sociopolitical processes in the capitalist world in various ways, as the 
Leninists predicted. First of all, long-term factors are affecting the 
development of socioeconomic and sociopolitical relations. These include 
advances in society's social structure as a result of considerable 
expansion of the area of hired labor (and the social group of so-called 
"independents" has been reduced correspondingly), a proportionate increase 
in the working class, which is absorbing more and more new groups of 
workers from the hired labor category, changes in the internal--branch, 
occupational, territorial, and so forth--structure of hired labor itself, 
as well as the heightened requirements made of the quality of the work 
force and of the level of education, improved organization and increased 
social and political activeness on the part of the workers. Such long- 
term factors determine the changes which build up and materialize over a 
period of decades. As a rule, their effect is realized indirectly. 


We can mention a number of aspects of such effect, which are positive from 
the standpoint of social progress. Changes in society's social structure, 
tor example, are producing a systematic increase in those groups of the 
population subjected to capitalist exploitation, which makes them more 
receptive to socialist principles. 
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lhe increase in the portion of the working class in the active popula- 
cion2° ia creating the conditions for the more complete realization of 
{ta soclalehistorical mission and new possibilities for expanding the 
influence of {te MarxisteLeniniet avant-garde, 


Fierce tdeological and theoretical battles have developed around this 
group of Leeues in a number of foreign nations. Following the openly- 
admitted bourgeois apologists and social-reformist ideologists, the 

latest leftewing revisionists "subverters" of Leninism are attempting to 
"debunk" the revolutionary mission of the proletariat and "cross off" the 
working class as an avant-garde social and political force. These include 
among others, P?. Sweezy and S. Aronowitz in the United States and Nicos 
Poulantzas and certain others in Western Europe. 


Lt has become fashionable tor them to distort the Marxist-Leninist theory 
of the classes and the class struggle, categorically to reject the 
sclentifie definition of class and the social criteria for membership in 
a class as established by V. I. Lenin, to improperly interpret the inter- 
action between economics and policy, to incorrectly explain the role of 
physical and intellectual labor and the relationship between productive 
and nonproductive Labor, and so forth. This is the basis for both the 
unnatural “reduction” of the size of the working class and forays against 
the Marxist-Leninist concept “working class." Replacing it with various 
kinds of debasing concepts (like the theory of the so-called “new petty 
bourgeoisie"), | Ny. Poulantzas and other revisionists have begun dema- 
gogically calling for a “critical reevaluation of Leninism." 


in reality, as the facts demonstrate, they themselves have become captives 
of the backward dogmas of past petty bourgeois doctrinairism. 


lt is therefore natural for Marxist-Leninist theoretical thought to 
provide a well-based rebuff to such essentially revisionist, antiprole- 
tarian concepts. 


(this criticism can only be extended on the basis of a scientific, truly 
Leninist, creative approach by communists to the analysis of new 
phenomena in the development of the contemporary working class. The 
conclusions proved our Leninist party on the most important trends in 

the growth of the contemporary working class, which are directed against 
the Lnceorrect, debasing concepts of the enemies of scientific socialism, 
are imbued with precisely this approach. L. I. Brezhnev underscored in 
this respect the fact that the ranks of the working class and its “role 

as the main productive and social and political force throughout the 
worid will continue to grow. Contrary to in-fashion anti-Marxist theories 
to the effect that the scientific and technological revolution is leading 
to a reduction in the size of the working class and even to its elimina- 
tion, the true facts indicate the direct opposite: scientific and techno- 
logical progress is universally resulting in the growth of the class class, 
including an increase produced by new jobs created by modern production 
processes." 
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in this respect, 1t would alao be incorrect to underestimate the improve- 
ment of qualitative indicators characterizing the development of the 
hired work torce, including improvement of the general education and 
cultural level and of the activeness of the workers with the increase in 
their free time, is contributing to a further increase in the awareness 
of the working class and to the development of new possibilities for 
expanding its influence and increasing its leading role in society, 


At the same time, we cannot fail to notice certain new problems, including 
social and psychological problems, related to the workers’ situation and 
prospects for the development of his personality in modern automated 
production. It is obvious that technological progress has still not 
proceeded so far and has not been so extreme as to completely eliminate 
the importance of private labor or the acquisition of specific job skills 
by the worker. We cannot expect technological changes to make all the 
labor performed by the enormous mass of workers diverse and interesting. 
The degree of willingness to change jobs, to master more difficult types 
of work and new occupations is not the same for the different categories 
of workers. It depends upon the values and the age of the workers, upon 
their education level and skills and other factors. 


The negative aspects of the effects of the scientific and technological 
revolution under capitalism include, among other things, a certain 
parceling of labor, resulting from the change in relations within the 
man-machine system and the complication of human contacts stemming from 
the dispersion of population settlement sites, transportation problems, 
and so forth. 


The effects of the scientific and technological revolution in the area of 
mass media, as the most important means of influencing the public aware- 
ness, deserve special consideration. The scientific and technological 
revolution in this area has increased possibilities for exerting purposive 
influence in order to manipulate public opinion. At the same time, the 
fact that the scientific and technological revolution has turned this 
medium into a sort of mass production system in the field of information 
(first and foremost, the spreading of creative occupations, the loss of 
jovs in this area by individuals of former prestige and differentiation 
among them) is creating new possibilities for effectively countering the 
efforts of the ruling class aimed at manipulating public awareness. 


Along with these long-term processes, other aspects of the effect of the 
scientific and technological revolution upon social relations are already 
becoming more and more clearly manifested. These include, for example, 
the direct effects of the adoption of achievements of the scientific and 
technological revolution in mass production, entailing a major restruc- 
turing of the economy and affecting the degree of tension in the area of 
social relations. The effects of the mass employment of microelectronics 
and new types of raw materials in the production process deserve prime 
consideration in this connection. The social effects of this process 
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include more rapid conservation of live laber (compared with previous 
stages) occurring both in the area of material production and in the 
field of information processing and management. 


This makes the problem of employment and the elimination of structural 
unemployment an extremely important objective of the class struggle. We 
can already foresee at least the following effects of this development. 


On the one hand, intensification of the employment problem caused by the 
aclentifie and technological revolution foreshadows considerable 
exacerbation of the social confrontation between the two basic classes, 
antagonists in the capitalist society. 


On the other hand, the slogans of the workers, advanced in the struggle 

to provide employment stability, which already occupied an important place 
within the system of working class demands, are becoming even more 
important. 


This ts affecting and will continue to affect the structure of working 
class demands, which form the pivot of its socioeconomic and sociopolitical 
struggle. Demands related to exacerbation of the employment problem 

have increasingly come to the fore in recent years, specifically, the 
demand for a reduced workweek, an increase in paid leave time, a reduction 
in the number of years one must work in order to retire on a pension, 
extended general and vocational training for the young generation, and 

so torth. 


Une of the peculiarities in the manifestation of the social consequences 
of the sclentific and technological revolution under contemporary 
capitalism is the fact that these effects are emerging more and more 
dynamically. This fact is manifested in large-scale actions by the 
workers and in the extensive spread of various mass, general-democratic 
movements. 


One cannot fail to detect in these developments the natural result of that 
trend scientifically substantiated by the Marxist-Leninists, which is 
resulting in the involvement of greater and greater segments of the 
bourgeois society in the struggle against domination by the monopolies. 
Furthermore, the more extensively scientific and technological progress 
develops, the more rapid and large-scale is this involvement. 


This trend is occurring along complex and frequently contradictory paths. 
[t is not the Marxist researcher's last duty to define these paths 
concretely and regulate them, to determine the indirect effects of the 
scientific and technological revolution developing in the situation of 
capitalism's intensifying overall crisis. 
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Leniniam believes that it is important far the revolutionary workers‘ 
movement always to clearly recognize the dynamics of socioeconomic and 
political relations and the prospects for their development. This 
requires the correct, long-term forecasting of the course of social 
progress and its trends, "We have always condemned," wrote V. I. Lenin, 
"and as Marxists are obligated to condemn the tactic of living ‘from day 
to day." Successes of the moment are not enough for us. We must 
constantly check ourselves and study the chain of political events in 
their entirety, their causal links and their results."*2 Therefore, the 
basis for social forecasting and along with this, the development of 
scientifically-based lines of political action for Leninists, have always 
been the study of the worldwide historical process as a single and regular 
process with all its enormous multiformity and contradictoriness, on the 
one hand, and a precise, specific analysis of various current and changing 
situations, on the other. 


In order to predict accurately in this and other areas, it is first of all 
necessary to proceed from a study of the economic processes to the study 
of the social structure and the social movements in the society, and then 
to an analysis of the political and ideological processes. It would be 
difficult to overstate the importance of studying the social structure, 
first of all, the class structure. Political and ideological events are 
ordinarily based precisely upon interrelations between the classes (and 
interrelations between the various social levels and groups within the 
classes), which are determined by economic processes and changes. 


Economic class interests form the basis for political and ideological 
interests and for the social conduct of specific classes (or intraclass 
groups) and the political line followed by their parties and organizations. 
A study of the objective logic and laws of all this and clear and delib- 
erate registration “of the sizes of all the classes in existence..."36 are 
what permit the Marxist-Leninists to arrive at the accurate socioeconomic 
and political forecasts used for the precise development of the strategy 
and tactics of proletarian organizations. 


Moving on to the evaluation of the “sizes of the classes in existence" 
today in the nations of state-monopolistic capitalism and analyze shifts 
in the balance of power in the world and those processes which determine 
the place of the working class within the capitalist society's social 
structure and the developmental dynamics and the composition of the 
proletariat itself, we should point out that these changes influence the 
conditions under which it functions, the action level of its mass organi- 
zations and the result of that action in a number of important areas of 
their work. 


This is manitested, first and foremost, in an overall heightening of the 
awareness and organization of the working class, in a growth of the trend 
toward the uniting of more and more segments of the population around it 
and in a perceptible increase in the influence of advanced political 
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organizations of workers and trade unions in the society. (Although 
extensive discuasion and sometimes, extremely lively and even heated 
debates, continue in a number of Western European nations about possible 
ways of applying pressure to employers and of combating the state- 
monopolistic system, as well as about interrelations in this area between 
the trade organizations and various political parties of the workers.) 
These processes are developing in a situation of agitation of the rank- 
and-file members of these organizations and their local activists. 


This accounts for the consolidation of the positions occupted by progres- 
sive forces in a number of Large trade-union associations and the rein- 
forcement of unitary trends in a number of capitalist nations. As a 
result, the range of demands made by the labor organizations has increased 
perceptibly and the demands are more radical. 


The revolutionary workers' movement, according to Leninist thought, is 
expected "to learn the actual situation and interrelations between the 
classes and to foresee the inevitability of this or that trend in their 
historical work,--of this or that main form of their movement"”’ and to 
prepare for them in advance. 


At the same time, although the essence of any leading social and historical 
trend remains the same, it is manifested in various forms and changes 

with the passage of time. This means that it is immeasurably more dif- 
ficult to predict the details of future social and political processes 

than to foresee their essence. It is all the more impossible to foretell 
all the circumstances of things to come, and with absolute thoroughness 
besides. We must not forget that the final say in public life belongs to 
the actions and the experience of the millions, whose mind, in V. l. 
Lenin's words, “creates something immeasurably higher than the greatest 

and most brilliant prediction." 


While they have a knowledge of the main aspects of the future, the 
Leninists believe that it is essential to rely upon the exuberant revo- 
lutionary energy and creativity of the masses in order to make it a 
reality. At the same time, the correct, Marxist-Leninist forecasting of 
what is to come makes it possible for the proletarian avant-garde better 
to influence it and to direct the creativity of the masses. 


It is important to stress the fact that Leninism not only theoretically 
substantiated, but also dewonstrated on a practical level how to apply 
social forecast information in an effective struggle for the revolutionary 
reform of society and in the tireless creative work directed by the 
Leninist party. Possessing an unsurpassed talent for scientific fore- 
casting and for penetrating thoroughly into the very essence of events and 
developments, and applying the method of dialectical materialism to the 
analysis of new historical circumstances, V. I. Lenin “enriched all parts 
of Marxism with fundamentally important principles and initiated a new

atage in its development.... The course of history and the extremely 
deep-rooted reforma which have fundamentally altered the character of 

the modern world are producing more and more proof of the correctness and 
the invincible strength of Lenin's ideas."

‘Excerpts] The concept of social revolution of the modern era occupies 
an important place in the ideological legacy of Lenin, the most important 
political thinker of the 20th century. This concept is an outstanding 
contribution by Lenin to the theory of policy. At the same time, it 
reveals with the utmost clarity the basic features of Lenin's methodology 
of political thought, his dialectical approach and his organic bond with 
revolutionary action. 


Lenin attached great importance to the question of the forms in which the 
working class could gain power. 


Marxism's founders considered both the peaceful and nonpeaceful forms of 
development of the revolution possible, and Lenin shared those views. At 
the same time, he stressed the fact that an armed struggle for power by 
the working class was the most probable in the first stage of the social 
revolution of the contemporary era. Peaceful development of the revolu- 
tion was an extremely rare possibility at that time. Lenin considered 
this possibility “extremely valuable," however, and despite the limita- 
tion of historical experience, carefully studied the conditions for its 
beginning. A peaceful transfer of power to the working class is also 
dictated by a :atio of class forces in the international area, which makes 
armed resistance by the ruling class clearly hopeless and forces it to 
relinquish power under pressure created by the objective political situa- 
tion. Analyzing the situation in Russia following the defeat of the 
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Kornilov rebellion in September 1917, when the possibility of peaceful 
development of the revolution was opened up for a brief period, Lenin 
wrote: “There could be no thought of resisting the soviets now, if not 
for the vacillations of their eide. No class will dare to incite a 
revolt against the soviets, and the landowners together with the capi- 
talists, who have learned a lesson from the Kornilov experience, will 
relinquish power peaceably at the ultimatum of the soviets." 


As a result of the steadily changing balance of power in favor of the 
working class, the possibility of their gaining power by peaceful means 
is increasing in a number of capitalist nations.: This does not mean, 
however, that nonpeaceful means of taking power have been placed upon the 
shelf. 


There is a common methodological basis, the mechanical contrasting of the 
two forms of power, which are single in substance, for developing ’1.1to 
absolutes both the peaceful and the nonpeaceful forms of revolution, 
although these viewpoints seem to be opposites. 


At the same time, the Leninist concept involves a flexible approach, 
which takes into account the dynamic nature, the fluidity and the replace- 
ability of these forms. The peaceful and nonpeaceful forms are not 
separated by the Great Wall of China. One of these forms can replace 

the other, according to changing specific historical conditions. The 
experience with the revolutionary movement has demonstrated again and 
again that there is no easy path to power. And in those nations in which 
a peaceful transfer of power to the democratic forces and the working 
class is possible, bourgeois-monopolistic reaction, supported by right- 
wing groups in the army, counteract the realization of this possibility. 
The peaceful path does not follow a straight line and is filled with 
conflicts and political crises. There is always the danger that it will 
be cut off by armed force on the part of reaction, as occurred in Chile. 
It is precisely for this reason that we must always be ready to employ 
both the peaceful and the nonpeaceful forms of struggling for power. 


The most important thing, however, is the fact that any path, whether it 
be peaceful or nonpeaceful, can only lead to power when it is a path of 
revolution. Such a path requires not simply parliamentary combinations 
and interparty blocs, but the entry into the political arena of massive 
social forces capable of accomplishing an upheaval in the political super- 
structure with their aggressive actions. 


The Leninist concept of the social revolution of the modern era involves 
international scope. This is a concept of a peaceful revolutionary 
process in all its complexity, diversity and contradictoriness. 


The social revolution of our time is a result of the development of 


conflicts throughout the world system of imperialism. The revolution 
itself is therefore worldwide in essence, and its ultimate goal is the 
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total and universal elimination of the system of capitalist exploitation 
and the establishment of the advanced socialist forms of social organiza- 
tion on an intermational scale. This revolution ompasses an entire 
era of world history. 


Lenin sharply criticized mechanistic ideas about the international nature 
of the socialist revolution, which ignored the specific internal condi- 
tions of the individual nations. From this standpoint, the meaning of 
the revolution in one nation lay in inducing a world revolution and in 
its mechanical transference to other nations. As a counterbalance to 
these base concepts, Lenin defended the dialectical concept of a link 
between the revolutions in the separate nations and the world revolu- 
tionary process. The revolution in each nation functions as a relatively 
independent link in the chain of world revolution. Russia was the first 
link. '"...The Russian revolution," Lenin pointed out, “is only one link 
in the chain of international revolution...." It was the Great October 
Socialist Revolution which began the age of social revolution of the 
contemporary era. 


As it progresses, this revolution is encountering an extraordinarily motley 
entwinement of our planet's social and economic conditions, which refutes 
doctrinaire ideas about the "purity" of the social revolution. ‘The 

world revolution," Lenin said, “is not organized so smoothly as to follow 

a Single path everywhere, in ali nations,--in that case, we would have 
been victgrious long ago. Each nation has to go through certain political 
stages." 


[In the Leninist understanding, the social revolution is a process in which 
the building of a new society in nations in which the working class has 
been victorious and the struggle by social forces in the capitalist 
uations are closely interwoven with democratic and national-liberation 
movements and revolutions in other areas, and merge into a single stream 
of worldwide liberation movement, which manifests itself in its own unique 
way in each nation. In back of all this contradictory multiformity, 
nowever, Lenin taught us to see the profound internal unity of the forces 
involved in the world liberation movement. The foundation of their unity 
is their common antiimperialist orientation, which unites all the revolu- 
tionary detachments around the main force capable of withstanding 
imperialism, around the international working class. 


Because of the uneven maturation and development of the world revolutionary 
process, the working class cannot gain a victory in all nations at once. 
Naturally, the nations in which the revolution is victorious first become 
the main hub of the world revolutionary process. Lenin stressed the fact 
that following the Great October Socialist Revolution, the Soviet Russian 
Republic “is inevitably collecting around itself the soviet movements of 
progressive workers in all nations, on the ome hand, and all the national- 
.iberation movements of the colonies and oppressed ethnic groups, on the 
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other...."43 The revolutionary potential of other forces in the inter- 
national liberation movement is fully revealed in the alliance with real 
socialiam, 


The main influence exerted upon the social revolution of the contemporary 
era by real socialism is not at all that of "exporting" revolutions to 
other nations, as certain anticommunist ideologists assert, but the 
accomplishment of creative tasks, the building of a new society and the 
realization of ideals pertaining to the revolutionary transformation of 
the world. 


Lenin considered the world revolutionary process not as a static 
phenomenon but from the standpoint of its dynamics. The age of social 
revolution ie distinguished by the rapid rate at which events develop. 
The world revolutionary process itself is changing in the turbulent 
stream of history and passing through a number of qualitative stages. 

At each stage the laws of revolution are manifested in a unique manner, 
undergo a certain change and are enriched by practical social experience. 
The leading trend in the world revolutionary process, which determines 
the main qualitative changes occurring in it, consists, as Lenin taught 
us, Of socialism's transformation from a force victorious in a single 
netion and incapable of determining world policy into an international 
system capable of exerting a decisive influence upon all world development. 


[In connection with this, Lenin foresaw the creation of new possibilities 
and new forms of development for the socialist revolution, produced by 
the regrouping and the changing of the balance of class power as the 
world revolutionary process develops. Lenin predicted that the functions 
of the national-liberation movement would undergo a change in the course 
of the world socialist revolution. Directed initially against national- 
colonial oppression, it would inevitably be turned against capitalism as 
well. In the general stream of the revolutionary process, “the backward 
nations will be able to convert to the soviet system with the help of the 
proletariat in the advanced nations, and after passing through certain 
stages of Gove jopaent--to communism, bypassing the capitalist stage of 
deve lopment." 


The new possibility and forms o: development of the socialist revolution 
of which Lenin spoke have developed extensively today as a result of the 
profound changes occurring in the world. 


The proletariat's social revolution is having an enormous effect upon the 
entire course of international development. It is clearing the way to 
peace among peoples, since it is destroying the antagonisms giving rise 
to war, removing the classes interested in wars from power and creating a 
social order, the nature of which gives rise to a desire for peace. It 
was precisely in the crucible of the world revolutionary process that 
those forces were forged, which are capable of preventing the occurrence 
of a new world war with their struggle in the contemporary situation. 
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(the preceding has provided a brief and far-from-complete review of the 
basic tenets underlying Lenin's concept of the social revolution of the 
contemporary era, 19 Nonetheless, it permits us to arrive at certain 
conclusions relative to the method of theoretical thinking employed by 
Lenin tor analyzing problems related to the contemporary revolutionary 
process. 


[In the first place, dialectics are an inherent, inner part of this method. 
The social revolution is analyzed with all its complexity, dynamism and 
contradictions. Where other thinkers have seen only one side of the vital 
process of revolutionary development, upon which they based their theo- 
retical concepts, which suffered from that limitation, Lenin's thought 
embraced not only the other sides of the matter but also the various 
facets of this process with all its multiformity. At the same time, 

the dialectical method of thinking made it possible to avoid drowning in 
the endless diversity of turbulent events occurring in the current era, 

to lsolate the main and essential relationships in it and to understand 
the basic patterns and general trends of the social revolution and its 
historic meaning. 


in the second place, the Leninist method of reasoning is distinguished by 
the synthetic, universal consideration of problems pertaining to the 
revolution. None of them is isolated from the others but is linked with 
them and is analyzed within the framework of a single system of concepts 
reflecting the social revolution of the contemporary era as an integral 
international process. In other words, the method and the tools for 
analyzing events are closely combined, merged, one might say, with the 
theory of the world revolutionary process. 


[n the third place, the Leninist method is remarkable for its organic 
unity of theory and policy. The Leninist method of thought absolutely 
demands that we approach the historical process not extrinsically, not 
from the viewpoint of an outsider, but from the party standpoint, 
consciously expressing and defending the interests of the progressive 
class. Theoretical concepts are always formed as a summarization of the 
experience of certain social forces. The quest for scientific theory 
therefore requires the selection of that political position which relates 
to the most progressive social force. The historical process is expressed 
most completely and adequately in the experience of that force. Marx and 
Lenin found such a force in the working class. The political approach 
wnich takes social interests into account at the same time removes theory 
from the sphere of pure abstractions and plunges it into the depth of 
practical action. 


In the fourth place, the Leninist method of reasoning is oriented toward 
practical social life, toward the theoretic study of the problems brought 
out by it. It is therefore alien to any sort of doctrinaire argumentation. 
The theoretical resolution of problems pertaining to policy includes an 











active, practical quest. Theory can establish the immediate need for 
revolutionary reforms and indicate the general focus for the work of 

the advanced class. Thereafter, however, it is a matter of practical 
policy. Lt alone reveals the true extent of the possible, which cannot 

be derived from doctrine ahead of time, since it ie iteelf developed in 
the very process of the political struggle, and the course and outcome 

of this struggle are not predetermined but depend upon numerous variables, 
upon the initiative and the aggressiveness of the opposing forces. In 

the revolutionary process, specially during abrupt changes, the practical 
aspect therefore takes priority over doctrine in the concrete resolution 
of immediate problems involved in the revolutionary transformation of 
society. At the same time, however, there are no signs of pragmatism at 
all to be found in the Leninist approach, because thinking does not simply 
follow behind practice but becomes a part of the stream and illuminates 

it with the light of theory. As Lenin himself said, summarizing Hegel's 
“The Science of Logic," theory does not simply reflect the world but 
creates it as well. 


In the fifth place, the unity of theory and practice gives creativity to 
Leninist thinking. The theoretical concept is always open to living 
practice, which nurtures it with new ideas and prevents it from stagnating 
and trom becoming simply a code of laws imposed upon thought and thereby 
dogmatizing it. 


This feature of the method is extremely important to an understanding of 
the Leninist tdeological legacy. It is essentially inseparable from the 
contemporary era. This currentness and effectiveness of Leninism is only 
revealed through its continuous creative development, however.

/ Text | Under modern conditions, the problem of halting the arms race and 
shifting to actual disarmament occuppies a leading place in international 
relations and world politics, This is natural since the arms race, which 
has been whipped up by ‘he more aggressive forces of imperialism, has 
reached unprecedented scope, L, I, Brezhnev points out: "Now, halting 
the arms race and averting the threat of a_nuclear world war has become the 
most urgent and burning task for mankind," 


During this century of the scientific and technological revolution, the 
process of developing arms and militaristic preparations, if it is not 
Slowed down and restrained, inevitably leads to the creation of ever more 
improved systems for armed conflict, especially the creation of new types 
of weapons of mass destruction, This is why in the program for the further 
struggle for peace and international cooperation and the freedom and indep- 
endence of peoples, which was adopted during the 25th CPSU Congress, the 
task to do everything possible to conclude an international agreement on 
banning the creation of new types and systems of weapons of mass destruction, 
Was advanced among the goals, We are talking about placing a limit on the 
arms race in one of its most dangerous directions - the qualitative one, 


The refusal to solve this task and even its delay are fraught with the fact 
that the process of creating and introducing new types anisystems of weapons 
of mass destruction can get out of control, Such a turn of events would 
have truly tragic consequences for all mankind, 


Meanwhile, more than four years have passed since the USSR proposed an 
initiative for a comprehensive ban on the development and production of 








new types and systems of weapons of mass destruction whose, creation and 
use Would threaten people with a very serious catastrophe,“ Substantial 
progress in this area can only be achieved if the governments of the lead- 
ing Western countries display political will and the interest to curtail 
the arms race, including in this respect full reciprocity and the ensuring 
of equal security for both sides in strict accordance with the interests 
of peace and international security, 


During the last decade, mankind has been faced with real prospects for the 
appearance--in the near future or in the foreseeable future-- of those 
types and systems of weapons of mass destruction which in their destructive 
effect and employment effects are commensurable with known types of nuclear, 
chemical and biological weapons or can even exceed then, 


The American armed forces have already used a number of scientific achieve- 
ments for barbarous purposes during their aggression in Vietnam, and waged 
an "ecological" and "geophysical" war there using systems which affected 
the environment -- nature, the climate, and the weather -- tor military 
purposes, In particular, such methods as artificially induced heavy rains 
and large scale flooding by "seeding" clouds with silver and lead iodide, 
the harmful contamination of soil and water ("edophysical weapons"), and 
the destruction of crops and animals ("biological weapons") by using high- 
ly concentrated formulas of different chemical substances (herbicides), 
leloliants, dessicants, and chemical weed killers created to make the work 
of farmers easier), massed aerial bombing strikes with super large bombs 
(weighing up to 6,8 tons), special military engineer equipment, etc., have 


been used, 


Alarming information about carefully camouflaged (as a rule, under the guise 
of studying the environment) work in a number of Western countries on creat- 
ing different systems which would permit controlling natural processes for 
military purposes and changing the dynamics, composition or structure of 
the earth, including its biosphere, lithosphere, hydrosphere, atmosphere 

or outer space, have appeared in the press, Artificially stimulating earth- 
quakes and gigantic tsunami-type waves, changing the weather and climate 
(‘climate weapons"), altering the movement of hurricanes and typhoons, and 
creating powerful tropical cyclones are counted among hypothetically possi- 
ble — for the military or other harmful use of the natural environ- 
ment, It is not necessary to console oneself with the fact that many of 
the listed schemes are not technically practical today, They can become 

so in the near future, The urgent task to blockade the channels of this 
iangerous development arises from this fact, 


The USSR, the other socialist countries, and the peaceloving international 
community are calling for this. Guided by the desire to avert a new turn 
in the arms race, the Soviet Union in 1974 suggested including on the 
agenda of the 29th Session of the UN General Assembly the question, "On 
Banning Effects on the Natural Environment and Climate for Military and 
Other Purposes Which are Not Compatible With the Interests of Ensuring 
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International Security and the Prosperity and Health of People," as an 
important and urgent question; and proposed the draft of an appropriate 
convention, This question has become a subject of discussion in the UN, 
the Committee on Disarmament and in the talks between the United States and 
the USSR, As a result of meetings held in 1974 and 1975 between represen- 
tatives of the two powers, identical Soviet and American draft conventions 
on banning the military or any other harmful use of systems to affect the 
natural environment were introduced simultaneously in August 1975 for the 
committee's review, In accordance with a resolution of the 3lst Session of 
the UN Genepal Assembly dated 18 May 1977, the convention was opened for 
signatures,

This important international convention, which called for blockading an 
entire avenue for the possible development of new systems for waging war, 
entered into effect in October 1978, However, the document has still not 
acquired a universal nature; At te present time only 51 states have signed 
it and only 22 of them have ratified it, France, the People's Republic of 
China, Japan, Argentina, Israel, Egypt and a number of other countries have 
still not subscribed to the convention, 


The foreign press is reporting about the work on such fundamentally new types 
of weapons of mass destruction as ethnic, genetic, infrasound, radiological, 
and laser ones, being conducted in a number of Western countries, Ethnic 
weapons are aimed at the selective destruction of people by the effect of 
chemical, biological and other systems whose action is based on the use of 
the differences existing in individual population groups, mainly ethnic 
ones, in blood groups, skin pigmentation, etc, Genetic systems destroy the 
heredity mechanism, exerting a negative influence on the reproduction of 
posterity and even leading to the extinction of enormous masses of people, 
Infrasound weapons are constructed on the basis of using acoustic waves to 
damage an individual's internal organs, primarily to sharply disrupt the 
functions of the cardiovascular system, Under the radiological types of 
weapons are meant any technical system, including any weapon or device 

which is not a nuclear explosive device, and any radioactive material which 
is not produced by a nuclear explosive device, which are specially designed 
to use radioactive materials to destroy, damage or cause harm by radioactive 
radiation caused by the decay of this material. 


The reports about the work being performed in the United States to create 
new types of weapons of mass destruction, including a number of varieties of 
so-called beam weapons which produce a stream of subatomic particles charged 
with up to a billion or more volts -- particularly laser weapons, espec- 
lally cause one to prick up one's ears, Some American experts think that 
converting the types of weapons mentioned above into weapons of mass 
destruction is hypothetically possible, As the American scientist L. Ponti 
supposes, a "total superweapon" will come into existence with the installa- 
tion of a laser on artificial earth satellites, According to the opinion 








of other American researchers, the hydrogen bomb will become a kind of 
"dismal plaything" wnen the laser is converted into a "death ray," 


The Italian magazine EUROPEO has written that work has been conducted in 

the United States since 1973 to construct and install "air-to-air" laser systems 
on RB-57 aircraft, It was pointed out in this that approximately 80 percent 

of all American scientific research connected with lasers has a secret 

nature, U.S, NEWS AND WORLD REPORT also referred at the end of 1973 to 
"exotic" types of laser weapons with great power and long range, 


The American newspaper, the BOSTON GLOBE, reported in November 1979-that 
"research in the area of creating weapons using powerful lasers" was being 
conducted in the United States ata rapid tempo. In the words of the news- 
paper, the first tests of experimental models of laser weapons capable of 
destroying missiles and aircraft in the atmosphere and space have already 
taken place, As is evident, this talks again about the attempts of the 
Pentagon, which is financing this research, to achieve military superiority 
over the countries of socialism, 





At the end of 1978 and beginning of 1979, new information, which partially 
revealed both the general direction and scale of the corresponding research 
to create this weapon, appeared in the American press, According to publish- 
ed data, the Pentagon has expended during the last ten years about one 
biliilon dollars on programs in the field of developing a laser weapon, The 
NeW YORK TIMES has written that in order to speed up research work in the 
‘leld of creating new types of weapons, a special committee, which includes 
--besides leading specialists-- representatives of governmental institutions 
including the Central Intelligence Agency, has been formed at the Pentagon, 
Along with this, a department, which develops technology for " broadcast 
energy weapons", has been formed, 


As some Western scientists suppose, scientific progress in the field of 
nuclear physics is opening up a path for the construction of new explosive 
devices from elements heavier than uranium, We are talking, in particular, 
about those trans-uranium and trans-plutonium elements wnose explosive charge 
will possess extremely greater destructive force than the known nuclear 
(thermonuclear) explosive charges, but at the same time have significantly 
smaller dimensions, comparable for example to the size of a rifle bullet, 
According to forecasts, research in the field of subatomic particle physics 
permits the revealing of new rules for the interaction of intranuclear forces, 
This “hunt for quarks", as it is figuratively called, is potentially ina 
concition to lead to the creation of super-destructive weapons based on the 
complete coversion of matter into energy, 





Many of the listed types of weapons can be shown to be still fantastic, not 
having any practical ground under them, especially since foreign press 
reports are often not free of known exaggerations and in a number of cases 
lave & touch of sensationalism, Nevertheless, there are grounds for suppos- 
ing with a sufficient degree of reliability that just as research on the 











atomic nucleus led to the creation of nuclear weapons, so the use of 
scientific and technical achievements and discoveries can in the future 
involve the creation of fundamentally new types and systems of weapons of 
mass destruction if {t is not barred, 


The scope and tempo of the basic and applied scientific research and work 
(especially of a military nature), the continuously growing appropriations 
for these purposes, and the number of personnel in the state and private 
sector testify to the reality of these fears, Thus in the United States 
alone, expenditures for scientific research and development efforts [ NIOKR | 
approached 4 billion dollars in 1978 (in comparison with 26,6 billion in 
1971), including about 18 billion dollars for military R and D (without 
considering the expenditures of the private sector), The forecast of 
American specialists say that in 1979 total expenditures for R and D will 
reach 51 billion dollars in the United States, and the overall number of 
sclentists and engineers engaged in it will be no less tnan 560,000 people, 
ine}uding about 140,000 individuals directly in the area of military R and 
D, 


Total annual expenditures for R and D in the European NATO member co) ‘ies 
are reaching 20 billion dollars during recent years, A considerable re 
of governmental expenditures is devoted to military purposes: in France-- 
30 percent, in Great Britain -- 50 percent, in FRG -- 11 percent. The 
number of people engaged in all types of R and D is reaching about 800,000 
in the mentioned countries alone, 


The U.S. air force complex is involved in carrying out the Pentagon's orders 
to hundreds of scientific research institutes and training institutions 
among Whom for example are such well known centers as the University of 
Calitornia, Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Chicago University, the 
Stanford Research Institute, the Illinois Institute of Technology, and many 
others, In describing the scope of the militarization of science, the 
American scientist M. Kler pointed out that a numerically strong group of 
scientific workers, who according to their number and scale of activity 

form a distinctive "fourth branch of the country’s armed forces", has now 
taken shape in the United States,

The situation which has been created makes absolutely necessary a comprehen- 
Sive ban on the development and production of still non-existent types o~ 
weapons and systems which -- if the necessary steps are not taken in time-- 
can appear in the near or not too distant future, It is quite evident that 
it is extremely more difficult to eliminate any weapon after it has become 

a part of military arsenals than it is to prevent its development and pro- 
auction from the very beginning. 


Definite steps along this path have already been taken, For example, a 
convention to prevent the military or other harmful use of systems to 
affect the environment has been concluded, 








The initiative for e comprehensive ban on the creation of new types of 
weapons of mass destruction belongs to the Soviet Union, This proposal was 
put forward for the first time by L, 1, Brezhnev in June 1975 in his speech 
to the voters of the Baumanskiy election district in the city of Moscow, 

L. I. Brezhrev said: "The level of modern science and technology is such 
that a serious danger of creating weapons even more frightening than nuclear 
ones is arising, The mind and conscience of humanity dictate the need to 
place a irresistible barrier on the path of the appearance of these weapons," 
He proposed that "states, especially the large powers, conclude an agreement 
on banning the creation of new types of weapons of mass destruction and new 
weapons systems like this," ? In September 1975, the Soviet proposal and a 
draft agreement on banning the development and production of new types of 
weapons of mass destruction and new weapon systems of this type were includ- 
ed on the agenda of the 30th Session of the UN General Assembly as an import- 
ant and urgent question, The key idea of the proposal is that signatory 
states adopt the obligation not to develop and not to produce new types of 
weapons of mass destruction and new weapon systems of this type, including 
the use of all modern scientific and technologic achievements and discover- 
Les which might appear in the future, 


In view of the innovations and extreme complexities of the problem, specific 
cypes of weapons, which must fall under the ban, were not mentioned in the 
viet draft. The USSR proceeded first of all from the need to achieve as 
‘road an agreement as possible on the fundamental statement of this question, 
concerning tne itemization of weapon types and systems subject to the ban, 
this -- in its opinion -- must be the subject of a collective examination 
during subsequent stages, A. A. Gromyko, the USSR minister of foreign affairs, 
announced this, in particular, to the 30th session of the UN General Assembly. 
He pointed out that if the need arises to itemize the subject of the ban, 

“he "Soviet Union is ready to take part in the specific solution of this 
question during appropriate negotiations." The draft agreement provided an 
opportunity to conduct additional talks relative to expanding the ban to 

such potential new avenues in the development and production of those weapons 
wiich might appear after the document becomes effective, It is specially 
emphasized in Art cle 5 of the draft that "no provision of the present 
agreement should oe interpreted as affecting the inalienable right of all 
Signatories to the agreement to develop and use scientific research and 
discoveries for exclusively peaceful purposes without any discrimination," 


The 30th Session of the UN General ASsembly resolution which was adopted on 

tue USSR resolution by 112 votes called upon the Committee on Disarmament" 

to begin as quickly as possible to enlist qualified government experts in 
‘etting an agreed text of this treaty and submit a report on the results 
achieved for the review of the next, the 3lst Session of the General Assembly." 





‘onsiderable attention was also devoted to this problem in the "Memorandum 
the Soviet Union on Questions of Halting the Arms Race and on Disarmament" 
which was presented to the 3lst session on 28 September 1976, 
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During the 3lst - 33d sessions of the UN General Assembly, the overwhelming 
majority of UN members also expressed support for the USSR proposal on 
adopting an agreement to ban the development and production of all types of 
weapons of mass destruction and new weapon systems of this type, 


On the Soviet Union's initiative, the 34th Session of the UN General Assembly 
adopted the resolution, "On Banning the Development and Production of New 
Types ot Weapons of Mass Destruction and New Weapon Systems of This Type", 
having pointed out the importance of averting a qualitative arms race so that 
scientific achievements would be used in the final analysis only for peace- 
ful purposes, 


The international association requested the Committee on Disarmament to 
energ © tically continue its negotiations to prepare a draft for a comprehensive 
agreement on this question, and in those cases where necessary -- of special 
agreements on individual types of weapons like this, The NATO countries, 
Israel, Japan and a number of other U.S. allies abstained during the vote on 
this resolution, 


The international community, the majority of the world's states came out in 
1977-1978 against the plans for the production of the neutron weapon, The 
draft of the international convention to ban the production, stockpiling, 
deployment and use of the nuclear neutron weapon which was presented to the 
Committee on Disarmament on 9 March 1978 by eight socialist countries (the 
USSR, People's Republic of Bulgaria, Hungarian People's Republic, Mongolian 
People's Republic, the GDR, the Polish People's Republic, the Czechoslovak 
Socialist Republic and the Socialist Republic of Romania) ® attracted a lot 
of attention in this regard, There can be no doubt that its adoption would 
permit eliminating the threat of this barbarous weapon's use, 


The special session of the UN General Assembly on disarmament, held in May- 
June 1978 took into consideration the USSR document, "On Practical Ways to 
Halt the Arms Race" in which the question of a comprehensive ban on the 
creation of new types and systems of weapons of mass destruction was touch- 
ed on. At the same timeone must point out that because of the negative 
position of the United States, the proposal of the USSR and the other social- 
ist countries about banning the nuclear neutron weapon, which was greeted 
With great satisfaction by the peaceloving community, was not included in 

the text of the final document which was adopted during the special session, 


In view of the opposition of the United States and a number of other Western 
states, the solution of the problem of a comprehensive ban on new types of 
weapons of mass destruction and new Weapon systems of this type has been 
unjustifiably delayed until now, 


Imperialist diplomacy and propaganda are trying with the actual support of 
Beijing militarists to artificially siow down the solution of this problem 
and place road blocks on the paths which have opened up to it. Western 
representatives stress the fact that the comprehensive treaty proposed by 








the USSR allegediy contains only "general and vague" definitions and for 
this reason would be ineffective, The thesis has also been put forward that 
the agreement proposed by the Soviet Union could allegedly affect the devel- 
opment of science and technology on the whole in a negative way, although it 
flows directly from Article 4 of the Soviet draft of the agreement that the 
implementation of the USSR's proposal would in no way affect research for 
peaceful purposes, 


However, these objections do not stand up to criticism. The true reason for 
the negative attitude of certain circles in the United States and in a number 
of other countries towards the Soviet proposal is different, It is their 
stubborn unwillingness to give up their attempts to secure for themselves 
superiority over the USSR and the countries of the socialist commonwealth in 
the military field so as to destabilize what has taken shape without eliminat- 
ing their world strategic balance, 


During all stages in the discussion of the USSR's proposal, especially in the 
Committee on Disarmament, the far from simple question -- how to define 
concretely the subject of the ban, that is, how to formulate a definition 

of the new types and new systems of weapons of mass destruction which are 
subject to the ban -- has presented special difficulty. 


The entire course of the talks shows that a lot of useful work has been done 
by the USSR delegation on the concept of defining concrevely the object of 
the ban and an the development of general ways and approaches to solve the 
entire problem on the whole, Appropriate USSR documents, in which the desire 
for agreement in the positions of all participants in the talks and in the 
development of a definition of the new types and systems of weapons of mass 
destruction, mutually acceptable to all, testify to this. 


At the suggestion of the Soviet delegation, unofficial meetings of government 
experts (experts from the United States, Great Britain, the FRG, and Italy 
did not participate in them) were held in the spring of 1976 in the Committ- 
ee on Disarmament, In order to attach as business-like and constructive a 
nature as possible to the discussions, Soviet diplomacy proposed a prelimin- 
ary version of the definition for the basic characteristics of new types and 
systems of weapons of mass destruction, 


This definition expanded the formulation of the UN commission on convention- 
al weapons (1948) according to which weapons of mass destruction included 
"weapons operating on atomic explosions; weapons working with the help of 
radioactive materials, chemical and biological systems; and any other 
weapons which might be used in the future which possess qualities similar in 
— effect to an atomic bomb and the other types of weapons listed 
above," 


in contrast to the generally negative position of the Western countries, the 
JSSR proposed a preliminary basic statement of the agreement which should 
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have established the subject of the ban and the content of the obligations 
of its signatories from a scientific technical and international legal res- 
pect, 


During the summer (1976) session of the Committee on Disarmament, experts 
from the United States, Great Britain, the FRG, and Italy took part for the 
first time in the unofficial discussions of the Soviet draft agreement, To 
develop the proposals made by it earlier, the USSR delegation offered a work- 
ing document, consisting of two parts, which contained a finished sample 
definition of new types of weapons of mass destruction, 


New techniques, objectives, and nature (effects) of weapon effects are con- 
sidered qualitatively new operating principles for weapons of mass destruct- 
ion, 


Under methods of effects one understood varieties of physical, chemical and 
biclogical effects; the objectives of the effects are the varieties of des- 
troyed items: from vitally important parts of the hum. ody (cells, tissues, 
organs, the physiological and genetic systems) to eco!or cal and geophysical 
environment elements affecting the habitation of peor e .nd the conditions 
oftheir existence, as well as the products of man's ik © Under the nature 
(effects) of effects are meant new varieties of destruc .on or a newly real- 
ized method of mass destruction (mass death of people, losses of combat capa- 
bilities in armed forces personnel or other capabilities for defense, the 
degradation and gradual extinction of large population groups). 


A definition of what type of weapon of mass destruction must be numbered 
among the new types, can be produced based on the innovation of one of the 
three mentioned characteristics as a minimun, 


The working document also contains a definition for new systems of weapons 

of mass destruction, which are a materialization of a corresponding new 

type of weapon by the creation of a combat and support system complex consist- 
ing, for example, of a carrier, warhead, guidance system, communications, 
control, etc, Systems, which have acquired the qualities of weapons of mass 
destruction as a result of the application of new combat or support system 
technical elements, are related to then, 


Brief explanations pertaining to the approach, lying at the foundation of 
the definitions, and the concepts of new types and systems of weapons of 
mass destruction and their classification characteristics are given in an 
annex to the working document. It also says here that the number of these 
types and systems can be increased as fundamental modifications are made to 
this or that type of weapon of mass destruction, The determining character- 
istic of the shift from a traditional conventional weapon to a new weapon 
system of mass destruction is considered to be the acquisition by this 
system of a quality which gives it such effects as the mass destruction of 
peoples and populations, their degradation and extinction, mass permanent 
(irreversible) and temporary loss of certain human capabilities. 
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Missile, aviation, artillery and other systems with trans-uranium (trans- 
plutonium) warheads; systems with ammunition equipped with radioactive sub- 
stances (radiological weapons); newW missile, artillery and aviation systems 
of mass destruction, based on the use of fuel and air mixtures, etc,., were 
cited as examples of new weapon systems of mass destruction, It is necess- 
ary to point out that the Soviet draft of the agreement does not include new 
types of traditional weapon systems created by modernizing existing ones or 
other improvements which do not lead to qualitatively new operating principles 
for them, It does not enlarge the types of weapons already under an inter- 
national ban, but affects new types of weapons of mass destruction (for 
example, chemical) not embraced by a ban, 


The delegations of the other socialist countries supported the Soviet working 
document, However, some Western representatives in essence tried this time 
again to avoid a thorough examination of the problem, Having expressed their 
disagreement with the criteria which were cited in the document for the new 
principles, they did not propose in exchange anything constructive, Western 
diplomacy as before insisted on beginning with an agreement on the list of 
new types of weapons of mass destruction and then proceeding to their defini- 
tion, G, Martin, the U.S, representative, declared at this same session of 
the Committee on Disarmament that any official definition of a weapon of 

mass destruction would "have too general and broad a nature" or "be so 
specific and rigid that unforeseen scientific developments, deserving to be 
included, would be excluded,” 


Responding to this type of objection, the delegation of Polanc reasonably 
pointed out: "We cannot accept a thesis according to which the best time for 
such action would only be the time when these new types of weapons of mass 
destruction are appearing on the drawing boards, If they are appearing, 

then we consider it to be tragically late, It is necessary to act now,"10 


During the 9 August 1977 meeting of the Committee on Disarmament, the USSR 
delegation proposed a revised draft agreement on banning the development and 
production of new types of weapons of mass destruction and new weapons of 
this type. The draft introduced a number of changes in the propositions 
pertaining to the proposed document's area of effectiveness, Primary 
attention in it was concentrated or. the scope of the ban, that is, on the 
question which had to be solved first in order to accurately outline the 
subject of the ban without affecting the field of already existing types of 
weapons of mass destruction, including those which are being modernized, or 
areas covered by existing agreements, or those questions on which negotiat- 
ons are being conducted, 


in the amplified draft agreement, the USSR delegation -- in moving to meet 
the desires of the Western delegations -- enlarged in light of modern tasks 
the 1940 UN wor@ ing in the area of disarmament and suggested adding to it 
by pointing out the possibility of creating even more effective weapons not 
only from a destruction viewpoint but also from the viewpoint of destructive 
‘fects on people and other biological units, 


=) 
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The USSR delegation suggested the following definition of new types and 
systems of weapons of mass destruction which should be included in Article l 
of the agreement: "For the purposes of the present agreement, weapons 
Which might be created in the future either on the basis of presently 

known scientific and technical principles, which until now have not -- 
either taken separately or in the aggregate -- had any application for the

~Radiological systems of the non-explosive type which function with the 
help of radioactive materials. The use of these materials (obtained, for 
example, from nuclear fuel waste products) is meant to take place by scatt- 
ering them over vast areas. This can lead to the mass destruction of 
people, protracted radioactive contamination of the terrain, water sources 
and the death of animal and vegetable life, 


--Technical radiation destruction systems based on the use of charged or 
neutral particles to affect a biological unit by creating special high

ing of the cardiovascular system and vision anc breathing disorders), 


-- Radio high frequency systems which use electromagnetic rays to affect 
biological units. We are talking here about different radiotechnical devices 








which create very low level radio frequency (electromagnetic) radiation, 
which has a destructive effect primarily on an individual's brain, nervous 


system and cardiovascular system, 


In summarized form, the USSR position on the question of the scope of the ban 
can be formulated in the following ways a) conclusion of a comprehensive 
agreement to ban the development and production of new types and systems of 
weapons of mass destruction with a specific list of banned types; b) the 
opportunity to add to the list of banned new types and systems of weapons of 
mass destruction in the future; c) the opportunity to conclude separate 
(special) agreements on this or that specific new type of weapon of mass 


destruction,

Juring the discussion of the Soviet supplements to the draft agreement, the

1ot have practical value since each type of weapon has its own characteris- 
“ies and problems," It is difficult to qualify this type of reasoning as 
anything other than an attempt to avoid searches for understandings and to 
sentially avoid a discussion of the problem, 


ver theless, the socialist countries have continued their efforts to ensure 
& Giscussion of the question in a positive spirit. They have emphasized 

hat the 1948 UN Commission wording on conventional weapons, which has been 
‘xpanded in light of modern requirements and tasks in the area of disarma - 
ment, has been used in the Soviet draft treaty under review in accordance 
qith the desires of a number of committee members as the basis for a 
definition (Article 1), This expansion is necessary since the 1948 wording 
floes not contain the necessary distinction between presently known types of 


s8apons of mass destruction including those subject to modernization, and 
nose new weapons of this type which can be created in the future. The 
uresentatives ot the socialist countries have paid special attention to 


the place in the 1948 wording where it says that along with existing weapons 
this type, other types comparable in destructive force to nuclear and 
types of weapons of mass destruction, can appear,

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[In order to attach a more purposeful and thorough nature to the committee's 
work, the USSR delegation introduced during the scheduled session of the 
committee in the spring of 1978 a proposal about establishing within its 
framework a special group of government experts with the mission of studying 
possible directions in the creation of new types mad systems of weapons of 
mass destruction, especially those subject to being included in the list of 
those types of weapons which are banned by the comprehensive agreement, 

The activity of this competent group would help to constructively influence 
the solution of the questions which arise in connection with the definitions 
of the ban's scope itself,

Parallel with the discussions in the Committee on Disarmament in 1977-1979, 
talks continued in Geneva between the USSR and U.S, delegates about banning 
new types and systems of weapons of mass destruction and in this context-- 

the banning of radiological weapons, 


As was pointed out in the joint Soviet-American communique on the results of 
he meeting in Vienna (15-18 June 1979) between L. I. Brezhnev, general 
secretary of the CPSU Central Committee and chairman of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet Presidium,and J, Carter, president of the United States, the sides 
"confirmed with satisfaction the achievement of a bilateral understanding 
about the basic elements of a treaty to ban the development, production, 
stockpiling,and use of radioactive weapons,” 


On 10 July 1979, the heads of the USSR and American delegations proposed for 
the Committee on Disarmament's review an identical draft entitled "Joint 
Soviet-American Proposal on the Basic Elements of a Treaty To Ban the 
Development, Production, Stockpiling and Use of Radiological Weapons,"15 

[t provides that "each signatory state to the present treaty pledges not to 
develop, produce, stockpile, acquire in any way, possess, and use radio- 
logical weapons," 


A clear definition of the term "radiological weapon" is given in the document, 
Under it is understood: "any technical systen, including any weapon or equip- 
ment--which is not a nuclear explosive device -- specially designed for the 
ase of radioactive material by scattering it so as to destroy, inflict 

damage or cause harm by radioactive radiation caused by the decay of this 
matefial,” At the same time, the statement in the Soviet-American draft do 
not prevent the use of radioactive decay radiation sources for peaceful 


purposes and do not aitect any generally recognized principles and norms of 
international law which touch upon their use, It is necessary to hope that 
the committee can on this basis work out a solution which would lead to the 


elimination forever of radiological weapons from the arsenal of systems for 
Waging war, 











Tt ls necessary t. do this the more so since opportunities for the creation 

)f these weapons ere being expanded and the number of their potential possess- 
ors is increasing in connection with the rapid development of nuclear energy 
and the use of atomic energy, It is sufficient to say that whereas in 1977 
more than 200 nuclear reactors were operating throughout the world, in 1980-- 
based on forecasts--there are about 200 alone in those countries which do not 
have nuclear weapons at their disposal, Based on foreign press reports, more 
than 5C countries, which have nuclear reactors, now are in a condition to begin 
the production of military radioactive substances, By 1980, the volume of 
radioactive waste products in the world, part of which can be used for the 
production of radiological weapons, exceeds 400,000 cubic meters, In addition, 
specially selected substances, which have been subjected to neutron radiation 
in reactors, can be used to manufacture radioactive weapons, 


Thus, the road to the banning of new types and new systems of weapons of mass 
lestruction 1s not a simple or easy one, Nevertheless as the facts testify, 
‘orward movement along it is possible, Moreover, it has already begun to a 
cortain -- true still modest -- degree, The task is to speed up this process 
by energetic efforts, making it all-embracing and universal, The main thing 
today is to begin a practical examination of the concrete proposals put for- 
ward and placed on the agenda, The readiness to search for a collective 
approach to the problem based on complete reciprocity, provision of equality, 
and equal security of the sides is needed for this.

The main thing here is for workers of all areas of the association to be 
deeply aware of the great responsibility that has been placed on them and 

to consider themselves direct participants in the process ot agricultural 
production who immediately begin to take vigorous action and provide for 
more efficient application of fertilizers and other chemical means. 


There is much to be done for the development of a material and technical 
base for the assoctation, primarily in the construction of interfarm store- 
houses for mineral fertilizers and chemical means of plant production and 
take off and landing strips for aircraft, and also in providing other tech- 
nical equipment for the application of mineral fertilizers and chemicals. 


Much attention and money are being devoted to the creation of a modern pro- 
duction base tor animal husbandry through the construction of large enter- 
prises of an industrial type. It is very important to utilize this base as 
much as possible and to reach a point where every step along the path to- 
wards specialization and concentration of production is paid for by a maxi- 


mum tnerease in production and its increased efficiency. 


Unfortunately, it must be recognized that we are not managing to achieve 
this everywhere at all times. Along with the positive examples in this mat- 
ter one also encounters many shortcomings. Certain complexes are not assi- 
milating production capacities satisfactorily and the indicators of the 
productivity of livestock and the output of products are low. This pertains 


to the dairy complexes of the Uxhpalyay kolkho n Utenskiy rayon, the Kolk-

and several other farms. We much reach a point where the rules are observed

(he experlence of the leading enterprises attest to the immense advantages 
of industrial hog raising. The example of the interfarm hog raising enter- 
prise of Shirvintskly rayon is being followed by the collectives of the 
Shyaulenay hog raising enterprise in Radvilishkskiy rayon, the Neris in 
Vil'’nyusskiy rayon, the Viliya in Shvenshenskiy rayon and the Kolkhoz 

{meni Michurin in Kaunasskiy rayon, whose production capacities have been 
assimilated relatively rapidly and are being well utilized. 


It would seem that this situation should exist everywhere. Unfortunately 
this assiduous approach to the matter is not being taken everywhere. The 
{nterfarm hog raising enterprise in Shilutskiy Rayon, the complex of the 
laribu Letuva kolkhoz in Kapsukskiy rayon, the Vyarzkay interfarm enter- 
prise in lonavskiy rayon and the Laysve interfarm enterprise in Kupishkskiy 
cayon have been in operation for three years now. The time periods for 
their assimilation have expired but the capacities are still being utilized 
by only 82-94 percent. One need only think about the fact that they were 
under construction for 2-3 years and realize that capital investments were 
being withheld from the kolkhozes and sovkhozes for the same amount of time. 
And now because of imprudence or simply ineptitude an equal amount of time 
or even more will have been lost before the capacities that have been con- 
structed are finally assimilated. Can it really be permissable to operate 
this way? The leaders of the Ministry of Agriculture and the rayons should 
draw the appropriate conclusions from this criticism and not compromise 
this undoubtedly good and progressive business. 


When restructuring animal husbandry on an industrial basis we should de- 
vote a great deal of attention to increasing the number of head of live- 
stock and tncreasing their productivity. Unfortunately, there are cases 
where animal husbandry farms are eliminated before the startup of produc- 
tion capacities that are being constructed for animal husbandry complexes 
or before the beginning of production of specialized farms at other enter- 
prises. 


The role of selection of animals and breeding work is increasing. Breeding 
work, taking into account the requirements of industrial production, should 
be directed toward improving the breeding qualities of the animals and 
veating new lines and hybrids of them. We must make more efficient use 
breeding animals and poultry and introduce the cross-breeding of hogs. 


jpecialization and concentration of animal husbandry and its development 


yn the basis of interfarm ties places increased demands on the veterinary 
rvice. Unforcunately, the attrition of livestock, especially young ani- 

mals, is still great on animal husbandry complexes and farms, and one can 

not reconcile oneself to this. We must basically strengthen prophlactic 


work, achleve strict observance of veterinary and sanitary requirements 
everywhere and seek out more effective methods of treatment. It is neces- 
sary to take effective measures to reduce barreness of cows and to preserve 


the young calves chat are born. 
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Increasing the Responsibility of Personnel for Strengthening the Economy of 
the Farms and Fulfilling Planning Assignments 


Some of the matin goals pursued by way of specialization and concentration of 
production on the basis of interfarm cooperation are increased labor pro- 
ductivity, reduced production costs, increased profitability of production 
and improvement of all of its economic indicators. At the dairy complexes 
of the Erishkyay kolkhoz in Panevezhskiy rayon and the Geguzhes pirmoyi in 
Kedaynskily rayon for the production of one quintal of milk they expend 2.6- 
2.7? man-hours or half as much as the average for the kolkhozes in the repub- 
lic. And at the Shirvintskiy hog raising enterprise, in order to obtain 

one quintal of pork they expend 4.2 quintals of feed units and 6.3 man- 
hours, and the production cost amounts to only 135 rubles. And on the kolk- 
hozes of Shirvintskiy rayon for one quintal of weight gain of hogs they ex- 
pend 8.2 quintals of feed units and 29.5 man-hours, and the production cost 
mounts to 215 rubles. 


Untortunately, t ere are still many farms where labor productivity remains 
very low. Consequently it remains necessary to devote more attention to 

the organization of labor on animal husbandry farms and complexes, to mech- 
inize more extensively the tending of livestock, and to arrange all the 

work on the farms and complexes on a scientific basis. The level of mech- 
inization of feeding livestock is still very low. The Lithuanian SSR Minis- 


cry of Agriculture and Goskomsel'’khoztekhnika as well as their local organ- 
izations should devote more attention to these problems. 


\ large amount of work has been done for intrafarm specialization and the 
introduction of branch administration of production. This kind of adminis- 
ration has already been introduced on 245 kolkhozes and 30 sovkhozes. Es- 
vecially good results are produced by centralized administration of agri- 
'tural technical equipment, which has been introduced on 780 farms. 
uring four years of the Tenth Five-Year Plan the average annual output of 
tandard tractor of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes increased by 6 percent 
ind the average daily output--by 11 percent. Consequently, the proper 
trention should be devoted to further improvement of branch administration 
production and centralized control of technical equipment. Apparently 
necessary to set the task of introducing progressive forms of produc- 
foo organization as quickly as possible where this is possible and where 
he necessary conditions exist. 


llowing the example and Stavropol'skiy Kray and Voronezhskaya Oblast in

weather conditions of the last two years have had a negative effect 


on production results, but also on economic results. The farms 








have received jess income. With the increase in production costs there has 
been a reduction in profitability, net income and profit, and the number of 
farms that sell certain products at a loss has increased. 


But analysis shows that it is not only the weather conditions that have af- 
fected the tinancial and economic situations of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 
in places where the business is run skillfully and efficiently, where mater- 
{al and monetary funds are expended economically and where order and self- 
discipline prevall, despite the untavorable weather conditions, the results 
are much better. On the kolkhozes of Lazdiyskiy, Shakyayskiy, Shevchenskly, 
Nrenskly and Varenskly rayons, the net income in 1979 increased by 3.15 per- 
cent as compared to 1978 and the profitability of production increased by 
L.4-2.3 percent. It ts necessary to reach a point where each farm manager 
and specialist not only devotes consta’c attention to improving production 
results, but also calculates the cost of the output of products and syste- 
matically searches for ways of reducing expenditures in production costs 

and increasing the efficiency of production. 


More attention should be devoted to strengthening state and planning disci- 
pline and yet many tarms do not fulfill the plans for the sale of agricul- 
tural products to the state. Most of these farms were in Zarasayskiy, Ro- 
kishskiy, Raseynskiy, Radvilishkskiy, Yurbarkskiy and Ignalinskiy rayons. 
The fulfillment of the plans should be more strictly supervised by rayon 
party, soviet and agricultural agencies and local party organizations. 


With the intensification of agricultural production and its restructuring 
on an industrial basis there is a greater need for personnel in mass occu- 
pations. Today there are about 70,000 skilled tractor operators and truck 
drivers and 72,000 animal husbandry workers working on the kolkhozes 

and sovkhozes. It would seem that these figures are impressive. But they 
do not satisfy us. Each year there is a greater need for animal husbandry 
workers and in some places there are not enough machine operators. In or- 
der to solve this problem successfully, under the next five-year plan we 
must increase the training the skilled workers in these occupations. In 
the future we must also expand the network of agricultural vocational and 
technical schools and have these schools essentially in each rayon. It is 


ilso necessary to reduce the training ot skilled workers who are older 
people. It is necessary to reach a point where everyone employed in agri- 
‘ulture is Learned ¢t 4 technical equipment and acquired other 
Kilis 

Ole oO anage ‘fo tarms, agricultural specialists and other manage- 
ment personnel is well known We considered in detail the tasks in this 
1rea at the 13th Plenum of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of 
Lithuania. rty raykoms, rayispolkoms and rayon agricultural administra- 
tions should do everything possible to implement the decree of the plenum 
and continue in all wavs to reinforce agricultural management personnel, 
rromoting only agricultural specialists with higher education to positions 








of farm managers. More specialists should be enlisted in the work 
middle level management. 


To Step Up the Activity of Territorial Interfarm Associations in All Ways 
and to Develop Interfarm Ties 


The territorial interfarm association is a torm which we intend to use in 
the future to coordinate the activity of farms and to concentrate and 
specialize production on the basis of interfarm cooperation. A farm that 
{s a part of an association retains and will continue to retain its eco- 
nomic, financial and legal independence. 


The primary concern of councils of intertarm associations should be to 
constantly make sure that the material and technical resources that are 
allotted to each farm are used in a planned way for specialization and 
concentration of production in keeping with the scheme for interfarm ties 
ot the association. It is important to skillfully coordinate the activity 
of the farms on the basis of expansion of interfarm production ties and 
joint solutions to social and other problems. 


The assignments for the new five-year plan are being developed. Republic 
organizations should distribute them among the rayons and farms as uniform- 
ly as possible and take into account more fully their actual capabilities 
nd reserves. This same principle should be a guide when distributing the 
imits of material and technical resources. When determining state assign- 
ments for the farms and distributing capital investments and material and 
technical resources for the five-year plan one should take into account the 
profiie tor the specialization of each farm which has been determined in 
the rayon planning schemes. It is necessary to envisage and plan everything 
in such a way that under the next five-year plan territorial interfarm asso- 
itions will arrange their work fully in terms of the envisioned inter- 
farm production ties

in connection with all this, one can not ignore the fact that there are 
ases where farms which are members of associations use their capital in- 
fos’ ment not for the development of the branch as stipulated in the scheme 
for interfarm specialization, but for the construction of animal husbandry 
structures for an entirely different purpose. Thus the Balandis kolkhoz 
which is part of the Sasnavskoye territorial interfarm association in 
Kapsukskiy rayon, according to the established scheme, was to have speciai- 
ed in the production of milk and pork and transferred the young of large- 


rned cattle for fattening to the Ligumay kolkhoz. But the Balandis kolk- 
ioz is not constructing hog styes, but facilities for fattening the young 
‘§ Large-horned cattle. Unfortunately, there are quite a few cases like 
is. They are the result of the inactivity of the councils of interfarm 


issoctations and ineptitude on the part of party raykoms and rayon agricul- 
ral administrations. 
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[t is necessary to reach a point where assoctation councils, under the daily 
leadership of rayon party and soviet agencies, approach their work consis- 

tently and actively and concentrate all of the farms' efforts on accelera- 
ting speciaitzation and concentration of production on the basis of inter- 


farm cooperation. 


Chairmen of councils of assoctations have an important role. They are se- 
lected from the most experlenced and respected farm leaders. They are peo- 
ple with a broad world view who look out not only for the narrow interests 
of thelr own farm but also tor state interests. They are people who are 
capable of coordinating the activity of the economic unit on a scale that 
is several times larger--the territorial interfarm association. Therefore 
tne direction and the practical results of the activity of the associations 
depend to a large degree on how deeply and correctly the chairmen of the 
councils understand the tasks facing them, how they evaluate the situation 
and how much initiative they have. Unfortunately, it must be stated that 
the chairmen ot certain associations take an irresponsible attitude to the 
duties entrusted in them. Frankly, they shirk them. We will demand that 
1ll chairmen ot councils of associations essentially step up their work 

ind consistently and creatively fulfill the tasks earmarked by the party 
for restructuring agricultural production. I should like to remind you 
once again of the party instruction to the effect that specialization and 
concentration of production on the basis of interfarm cooperation is an 
objective requirement of life, a main task to further development of agri- 
culture. 


It is also necessary to step up in all ways the activity of branch commis- 
sions ot specialists ot interfarm associations. 


The territorial interfarm associations have created councils of secretaries 
of local party organizations of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. In 1979 the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party ot Lithuania also approved provi- 
sions concerning the council. It must be said that in those interfarm as- 
sociations where the councils of secretaries worked actively, interfarm 


ties developed better and the results of the joint activity of the farms 
are better. In this connection, credit should be given for the activity 

t the airmen for the councils of secretaries of the Veyveryayskiy and 
Bal'berishkskiy interfarm associations in Prenayskiy Rayons, Comrades B. 
\iaburdene and I. Burakauskasa, the chairman of the Palepyayskiy inter- 
farm association in Raseynskiy Rayon, Ya. Malitskene and several others 
who are doing very necessary and imrortant work. Party raykoms should at- 
t wmalyze their experience and generalize and disseminate it in all 
counct] secretaries of party organizations. 


inatelv, with the inactivity of territorial interfarm associations, 
he councils of secretaries of local party organizations are also inactive. 
They ar 10t mobilizing communists to improve the work of the associations 
-, party raykoms also take a negligent attitude toward this. 
hope that the proper conclusions will be drawn from this criticism. 














Agricultural scientific institutions play an important role in the matter 

of accelerating specialization and concentration of agricultural production 
and expanding interfarm cooperation. They are obligated to efficiently 
solve all problems related to this task, to generalize the expertence in 
spectalizetion and concentration of agricultural production and the develop- 
ment of inte:tarm ties of production organizations on large animal husbandry 
complexes and Lo make the corresponding recommendations. The Ministry of 
Agriculture should arrange things so that scientific research in this area 
{s conducted more comprehensively and so that it contributes to improving 
all spheres of production. 


The republic and local press as well as television and radio should devote 
more attention to problems otf specialization and concentration of produc- 
tion and the activity of territorial interfarm associations. They should 
prepare and issue more publications which generalize positive experience 
regarding these problems. 


More Attention to Capital Construction and To the Solution to Social Prob- 
lems in Rura! Areas 


Successful implementation of the program for the development of agriculture 
depends to a decisive degree on further reintorcement of its material and 
economic base. The plan for the Tenth Five-Year Plan allotted 3.1 billion 
rubles for these purposes. Much has been done to assimilate these funds. 

he tor four years of the five-year plan for capital investments in 
izriculture was overfulfilled by 15 percent. During this period fixed capi- 
tal for agricultural purposes increased by 1,226,000,000 rubles. Land 
reclamation workers are already draining the third million hectares of over 
moist land. The power capacities of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes have in- 
sreased. In 1976-1979 facilities for 193,000 head of large-horned cattle 
and tor 285,000 hogs and granaries with a capacity of 199,000 tons were 

put into operation. The plans for four years of the five-year plan were 
overtulfilled in this area. 
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still tt must be said that there are serious shortcomings in capital con- 

-truction in rural areas. Kolkhozes and land reclamation organizations are 
nstantly overfulfilling the plans for the assimilation of funds allotted 

tor capital construction. But at the same time contracting organizations 


>: the ministries of rural construction and construction who work mainly on 
Ssovkhozes and other state farms are always tailing to assimilate these 
funds. The Litmezhkolkhozstroy association has failed to fulfill the con- 
Struction program recently. This inevitably leads to certain dispropor- 


tions and to a situation where the material and technical base of the sovk- 
hozes does not develep as rapidly as that of other state farms. 


m the whole, construction organizations have worked fairly well on the 
onstruction of animal husbandry complexes of an industrial type. During 
“our years 326 dairy complexes have been put into operation and 15/7 of 
nem are new. During these vears construction has been completed on 1/7 
raising complexes, including the shilutskoye and Pavenezhskoye inter- 














farm hog ralalng enterprises where during a year it 18 possible to fatten 
24,000 and 54,000, reapectively. In Radvillehkiy and Prenayskiy rayons 
complexes for fattening 4,000 head of young cattle each have been put into 
operation. 


But recently leas attentio, has been paid to these construction projects. 
Last year's plan for the construction of interfarm animal husbandry enter- 
prises wae fulfilled by only 77 percent. Conatruction organizations and 
leaders of rayons should do everything necessary eo that the arreara in 
(nie area are eliminated and eo that the program adopted by the 19th Plenum 
‘! the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Lithuania for the con- 
atruction of animal complexes ia fulfilled. 


‘lanning organizations are reacting sluggishly to criticism. There are 
still many mistakes and imperfect technological decisions in the plans for 
animal husbandry complexes and the estimated costs of many facilities re- 
main unjustiflably high. ‘The author's supervision of the planners is not 
effective enough, as a result of which there are frequently deviations from 
the planning decisions in the course of construction. In many places they 
do not observe the requirements of the norms and rules for construction 

and there 1s much slipshod construction work. The republic Gosstroy is 
still not demanding enough of these organizations. The clients’ services 
should also be more exacting when it comes to theq uality of work performed 
by contracting organizations. 


Even now we must give a lot of thought to the main directions and the prin- 
ciples of the utilization of capital investments under the Eleventh Five- 
Year Plan. The main principle here should be this: to allot more funds 
for renovation, modernization and expansion of existing animal husbandry 
facilities. We have many reserves for this. The farms of the republic 
have almost .5,000 old structures, of which about 12,000 are suitable for 
further utilization in animal husbandry. They can be rennovated, expanded 
and comprehensively mechanized. Modern technology can be introduced for 
maintaining the livestock, thus providing for high production efficiency 
and creating normal labor conditions. In order for the work for renovation 
and repair of the facilities to be conducted in a planned way and at more 
rapid rates in the future, {it would be expedient to develop plans for their 
capital repair, renovation and expansion in 1980-1985. 


The majority of capital investments intended for animal husbandry, as under 
che Tenth Pive-\ear Plan, should be used for further development of dairy 
farming through the construction of new barns, but mainly through the ex- 
pansion and mechanization of existing ones, so that by the end of the Ele- 
venth Five-Year Plan the cows on each farm will be maintained in compre- 
hensively mechanized facilities which can accomodate basically no less than 
400 head each. 


In hog raising under the current five-year plan a great deal of attention 
has been devoted to the construction of large interfarm complexes. At the 
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same time, on the basis of interfarm ties there has been specialization 
and concentration of production through reconstruction and adaptation of 
bases that already exiat on the farms. Of course, on large interfarm 
enterprises the technical level i# higher and more modern and working con- 
ditions are conaiderably better. Youth are more willing to work here. 
But, on the other hand, more time is required for the construction and 
aseimilation of these enterprises and there are difficulties in their opera- 
tion, especially in supplying them with feeds, utilizing manure and so 
forth. Therefore under the next five-year plan, taking into account the 
aforementioned circumstances, and also in connection with the limited 
volumes of capital investmo'e, in order to accelerate their return, appa- 
rently, major attention be concentrated on the development of pork 
production on specializes i..ms, primarily through expansion of existing 
farms to accomodate 4,000-12,000 hogs and also through the construction of 
new complexes but, as a rule, with a capacities for fattening no more than 
12,000-15,000 hogs a year, so that it will be possible to use liquid feeds 
and reduce the consumption of concentrated feeds. 


As or the concentration of the fattening of large-horned cattle, here it 
would also be expedient to be oriented toward the renovation and expansion 
of existing structures and the creation of large, comprehensively mechaniz- 
ed tarms and complexes on specialized enterprises. 


in addition to the beginning of the activity of territorial interfarm asso- 
clations, life has dictaced the need to enlarge the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


Why did we have to enlarge the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and why did we have 
to do this work taking into account the future and complete it as quickly 
as possible? First of all, of course, this need was dictated by the in- 
terests of further intensification of agricultural production. But the 
social aspect of the problem is no less important. The farmers are striv- 
ing toward stable conditions not only for production and labor, but also 
for life. We must do everything possible to form large central villages in 
wnich there will be enterprises and institutions for social-domestic and 
cultural purposes. This, of course, is impossible on small farms. Briefly, 
we must complete the consolidation of farms as quickly as possible so as to 
stabilize the network of rural villages as quickly as possible and for a 
long time. This is one of the especially important factors that affect the 
well-being of the rural population. 


Still we can not endlessly change the boundaries of the territorial inter- 
tarm associations and violate the structure of interfarm ties that has al- 
ready taken form. 


The consolidation of farms according to planning schemes is already coming 
to an end. But this work has been held up in certain rayons. Additionally, 
one can not take a strictly formal approach to planning schemes. It is 
necessa.y to look into the essence of the matter more creatively and pro- 
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foundly, to weigh everything, and perhaps in some places the scheme will 
have to be improved. In a word, we must complete the consolidation of the 
farme everywhere this year. 


The average @ize of a farm will then be about 4,000 hectares of general land 
and 3,000 of agricultural crop land. Under the conditions of narrow spe- 
clalization such a farm will be able to have a field crop rotation of 200- 
400 hectares, and it will be able to maintain some 600-1,000 cows and 3,000- 
5,000 head of young large-horned animale or 2,000-4,000 calves, or some 
4,000-12,000 hogs. On farma on this size it will be possible to create 
villages with a population of 1,000 and more, in which it will be possible 
to solve all soctal problems successfully. 


At the July (1978) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, General Secretary 
of the CPSU Central Committee, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev emphasized that 
"today the question can be only this: farm managers, party committees, 
soviet and trede-union agencies must display no less concern for satisfying 
the housing and domestic needs and the growing cultural demands of rural 
workers than they show for the development of production.” 


The republic has done a good deal of work for improving domestic and cultu- 
ral conditions for the life of farmers. During four years of the five- 
year plan we have constructed 41,000 new residential buildings and apart- 
ments in rural villages and this year we shall construct about 10,000 more. 
In rural areas there are now about 3,531 villages, 1,149 of which are cen- 
tral villages of kolkhozes and sovkhozes and other state farms. Many of 
them are basically well arranged and have already become popular and well 
accepted. 


But there are about 60 kolkhoz and sovkhoz villages in the republic which 
border directly on cities under rayon jurisdiction or villages of an urban 
type. The centers of these farms are growing rapidly but they are still 
being formed as individual villages. At the same time in the nearby cities 
and suburbs such as Simnas, Troshkunay, Veyseyay, Judrikos-Naumestic, 
Yeznas and others, because of the various departmental barriers, housing 
construction is being carried out very slowly, there are many vacant lots 
that are not well cared for, the streets are neglected and many old build- 
ings are becoming unsuitable and dangerous. It seems that it would be ex- 
pedient to return to this problem again, to change the jurisdiction of 
these population points and to earmark measures for their further develop- 
ment, having transformed them into central villages of farms. Of course 
the enterprises and organizations located here should be able to retain 
their right to cooperate with the funds for the construction of housing 
and public centers and for comprehensive building up and development of 
municipal services. The council of ministers in conjunction with other 
interested departments and organizations should solve this problem this 
year. 
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lt 1@ necessary to be more concerned about the building up of villages and 
the cultivation of tarmatead plots and kolkhoz flelds. It ia laudable that 
the editorial sctatt of the newspaper TIYESA and the republic committee of! 
the tradewunton of agricultural workers have been organizing review compe- 
titions for the building up of rural villages and tarmateads for a number 
of years now. Much (ls being to develop a love of beauty for the environ- 
ment in Panevezhskiy, Kayshyadorskily and Skuodasskiy rayons. But in cere 
tain rayons, especially tn the eastern part of the republic, an inadequate 
amount of attention te being devoted to beautifying the environment. 


Stiil tt should be noted that when determining the best villages and farm- 
uteads one should not be attracted only by flowers, squares, green plote of 
grase and individual architectural elements. This is important of course 
but it would be better if one also took into account how exemplary the gar- 
dens and orchards are and how optimally aesthetics are combined with pro- 
duction. 


| should like to express a couple of ideas regarding the resettlement of 
rural residents from khutors into villages. More than 77,000 khutors have 
been resettled since 1966, There are about 146,000 of them left. Conse- 
quently, this process in taking place relatively quickly and this is impor- 
tance not only soctally, but also economically. Still certain negative con- 
sequences are becoming manifest. 


Because of negligence and inadequate thought part of the residential space 
is being lost unjustifiably, the migration of rural residents to cities is 
accelerating and labor resources, which are already limited on the kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes are decreasing. Nor can one fail to take into account that 
the production of agricultural products on private subsidiary farms and 
tneir sale to the state are decreasing. This is why it is very important 
to be careful when selecting khutors that are to be removed. Those which 
are located the edges of fields, near lakes or rivers, or in forested 
areas and do not impede the consolidation of large areas of fields or land 
reclamation work should be left in their old places. Compensation for 
khutors that are removed should be paid primarily to those new settlers 
who resettle in farm villages. 


When creating a modern village, while approximately urban living conditions 
we must retain its basic feature: every family that lives on the farm must 
have conditions for private subsidiary farming which are determined by law. 


One must say that on certain farms there is no order in the construction of 
business structures next to new buildings in villages, especially if they 
are being constructed by the contract method. Here are some figures. In 
1979 the Ministry of Agriculture ordered the Ministry of Rural Construction 
and the republicLitmezhkolkhozstroy association to construct 106 residential 
buildings--a total of 978 apartments with 97 farm structures attached to 
them to accomodate a total of 836 families. It turned out that 9 of the 
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vulldings with 142 apartments were planned without farming structures. Most 
frequently farming structures are noc planned when buildings with 12 or more 
apartments are constructed. The same tendency exists in the plans for 1980, 
The builders are not doing what was planned. Moreover the contracting or- 
ganizations this year have not even been given the responsibility of con- 
structing farming structures. The farms themselves must do this, but also 
with cercain scipulations. 


we must find possibilities for essential improvement of the situation in 
this matter. It seems that it would be correct on the kolkhozes, sovkhozes 
and other state farms to prohibit the acceptance for operation of residen- 
tial buildinge that do not have farm structures. Let them build one or 

two apartments Less, but make sure that the apartment has everything neces- 
sary for the agricultural resident. Consequently, in places where there 

are no farm structures it is necessary to find a possibility of construct- 
ing them for each apartment. Additionally, we should think once again about 
whether or not it is expedient to construct large multi-apartment buildings 
in rural areas. Apparently these buildings should be planned only in excep- 
tional cases and not with more than 12 apartments. In a word, we should not 
change the village into a city in this respect, but create conditions so 
that each family will have a garden and an orchard near his home. 


We should do a better job of solving problems of planting and cultivating 
pastures for the Livestock of kolkhoz and sovkhoz workers. They should be 
near the village. Can one really count on a normal situation when the kol- 
khoz workers, especially pensioners, have pastures that are several kilo- 
meters away? Unfortunately, there are still cases like this. We must do 
everything possible to facilitate the labor of the people, so that they will 
spend as little time as possible on their own private farming and try to 
carry it out intensively. It is necessary to create more favorable condi- 
tions for cultivating farmstead plots and planting and harvesting the crops. 
Tt is necessary to put a decisive stop to attempts to organize for kolkhoz 
and sovkhoze workers possibilities of raising grain or potatoes on communal 
areas, deliberately raising the costs of seeds and fertilizers and well as 
the performance of work, tardy or incorrect distribution of the products 
that are raised or, instead of products, payments of monetary compensations. 
These actions should be evaluated as criminal and in each case the guilty 
parties should be held responsible. The crop raised on a communal area 
should be assigned to kolkhoz workers under more favorable conditions. 


Farmers will have to solve large and responsible problems this year. In 
this connection, permit me, if only briefly, to touch upon what needs to 

be done in order to overcome the difficulties that have arisen and success- 
fully complete the final year of the five-year plan. 


The wintering of livestock should be at the center of the attention of par- 
ty, soviet and agricultural agencies as well as managers and specialists of 
farms. It should be noted that in the majority of rayons and on the major- 
ity of farms the proper amount of attention is being devoted to this problem. 
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The liveatock vre being maintained, But it 1@ necessary not only to matn- 
tain the livestock, but also to obtain as much output as possible. The si- 
tuation with respect to milk production causes special concern. During the 
past week, 13 percent leas milk was produced than during the corresponding 
period of laat year, and in Yurbarkskiy, Kretingskiy and Pakruoyskiy rayons 
~~ 21-24 percent less. It 1@ necessary cto do everything possible so that 
the milk yield, the gross milk production and its procurements reach at 
least last year's level in the near future. It ds necessary to establish 
strict control to make sure that each enterprise and each farm utilizes 
feeds economically and efficiently. Additionally, we must mobilize all re- 
serves for augmenting feed resources and utilize food wastes of industry, 
public catering inetitutions and the urban population. I[t 1s necessary to 
ship in straw purchased from other union republics more rapidly. 


In order to augment the resources for animal husbandry products, we must 
take better advantage of the possibilities of private subsidiary farms of 
the population. It is important to provide kolkhoz and sovkhoz workers 
with young hogs and poultry as well as possible, to organize contracts for 
young large horned cattle, and in all ways to encourage the population to 
sell products to the state. It is necessary to reach a point where every 
rural resident who keeps a cow sells milk to che state. 


The party and government have set the task of significantly increasing grain 
production even this year. We are obliged to obtain 28 quintals of grain 
from each hectare. By concentrating all our efforts, we can not only ful- 
fill, but aleo overfulfill this commitment. It is very important to top 
iress winter crops properly in the spring with mineral fertilizers and to 
reduce to a minimum the amount of them that is utilized for green fodder 

and silage. It is also necessary to provide for the fulfillment of the 
plans for the planting of spring grain crops by each farm and to bring this 
work up to a high agrotechnical level. 


We should devote special attention to feed production. Even this year it 
is necessary to achieve an essential breakthrough in this important area. 
Our main shortcoming consists in that not enough concern is shown for ob- 
taining good crops from all planted areas, even though up to 40 percent 

of the arable land on the farms of the public sector are planted in feed 
erops and even though iarges amounts of money are being invested in culti- 
vating meadows and pastures. And this is one of the main reasons why the 
production of coarse and juicy feeds is practically not increasing and has 
begun to lag behind the increase in the number of head of livestock. And 
in general we must surmount such an undesireable and negative tendency as 
an increase in the proportion of concentrated feeds in the feed balance and 
unjustified reduction of the proportion of green, juicy and coarse feeds. 


Without for a day losing sight of the problems of this year's wintering of 
livestock, we must even now begin to prepare for the next wintering period. 
‘'t is necessary to develop a plan of measures which establishes concrete 

assignments for each rayon and farm for raising and preparing all kinds of 
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feeds and we must enviaton ahead of time everything that is necessary for 
unconditional fulfillment of these assignments. Here special attention 
should be concentrated on making sure that large crops of corn, pulse mix- 
tures, annual and perenntal grasses, and cultivated meadows and pastures 
are obtained everywhere, 


Last year's practice showed that feed resources can be considerably aug- 
mented by using nonagricultural land. We can and should utilize this re- 
serve more extensively this year. 


The main task now ie to prepare for spring planting as well as possible. 
Much has already been done here, and all the seeds of grain and flax have 
been brought up to planting conditions. True, on the farms of Akmyanskly, 
Radvilishkiy, Pasval'skiy and Birzhayskiy rayons, 24-35 percent of the seeds 
atill meet the requriements only of the third clase. Only 62 percent of the 
seeds of legume crops have been filled in, and in Moletskiy, Trakayskly, 
Shilal'skiy and Plungeskiy rayons -- only 2-9 percent. The ministries of 
agriculture and procurements, rayon agricultural administrations and mana- 
gers and spectalists of the farms are obliged to take immediate additional 
measures for increasing the supplies of seeds of these crops. 


The rapair of agricultural equipment is proceeding fairly well. But farms 
of Akmyanskiy, Trakayskiy, Radvilishkskiy and Zarasayskiy rayons are behind. 


We must eliminate these and other shortcomings and omissions in the near 
future. Even now each farm must begin to develop plans and schedules for 
planting and prepare for comprehensive organization of their work, follow- 
ing the example of the I[patovo workers. 


During the past decade our party has begun to change the country's entire 
economy in the direction of intensive development, improved efficiency and 
quality, and reliance on the final results of economic activity. As Com- 
rade L. I. Brezhnev pointed out at a meeting with the electorate of the 
Baumanskiy electoral district, during the 1980's we are obliged to continue 
and complete this important matter which constitutes the pivotal point of 
the party's economic strategy. 


The results of the development of the national economy were discussed point- 
edly and critically at the November Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, 
and many serious shortcomings were disclosed. In order to eliminate these 
shortcomings and improve the state of affairs, the plenum recognized the 
need to implement the party economic policy even more persistently and more 
energetically. "The path to this," said Comrade L. I. Brezhnev at the meet- 
ing with the electorate, "involves a rise in the level of administration 

in all areas, improvement of the economic mechanism, increased responsibi- 
lity and stricter discipline in all working positions and in all areas of 
the work." 


One would think that the work of our conference today should be imbude with 
the spirit of these high requirements of our party. And again I should like 
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to draw attention to the great significance of local initiative. Comrade 
L. I. Brezhnev emphasized that "in places where people sit around with their 
arms folded waiting for instructions from above regarding certain problems, 
one cannot expect success. And, conversely, if people attend to their busi- 
ness skillfully, make room for initiative and embrace sensible undertakings 
== success is ensured," 


[It 1s precisely on this principle that we should arrange our work for ful- 
filling those tasks which we are considering today and the entire program 
for the final year of the five-year plan. Regardless of how difficult and 
complicated the tasks may be, they can and will be successfully carried out 
{f each manager and specialist of each farm, each party, soviet and economic 
worker, and each party organization will approach the matter with a feeling 
of high responsibility and if they are able to mobilize farmers for smooth 
and intensive work. 


We face many problems and unresolved issues on the path to spectalization 
and concentration of agricultural production and the development of inter- 
farm cooperation. They require a great deal of resolve and solidarity on 
the part of party, soviet and agricultural agencies, departments that serve 
agriculture, farm managers and agricultural specialists as well as all farm- 
ers. We are convinced that this conference will make it possible to solve 
the problems that arise better and more efficiently, to advance more rapid- 
ly, and to achieve new successes and further economic and social flourish- 
ing of our rural areas. 
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
